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Didn't interfere in school matters: Gill 
School superintendent says 
Stavros 'helped' in village

School Dlst. 21 Supt. Kenneth GUI sent 


a letter Friday to US. District Court 
Judge Hubert Will stating that James 
Stavros never interfered in school mat- 
ters, and did, in fact, help in several 
community affairs. 


For several hours Friday morning, Gill 


met with Herald reporters to discuss the 
letter, which he wrote at the request of 
Stavros' brother, August. Gill said he 
wrote the letter "as a matter of prin- 
ciple." 


James Stavros pleaded guilty to feder- 


al charges of extorting $92,000 from three 
Wheeling developers and filing a false 
1972 income tax return. In pleading guil- 
ty, Stavros also admitted to having 
enough control over village operations to 
prevent construction of the three projects 
if he opposed them. 


Gill told The Herald he wrote the letter 


to Judge Will to use for consideration at 
the time of Stavros' sentencing or parole. 
Stavros is expected to be sentenced June 
4 and could get a maximum of 63 years 
in prison and fines totaling $35,000. 


ACCORDING TO Gill, there was an un- 


derstanding between him and Stavros 
during Gill's 15 years as school superin- 
tendent. "It started when I fir** became 
superintendent and a precinct worker

"Dear Judge Will: 


"This leter concerns James Stavros, 


who will soon come before you for sen- 
tencing. I would in no way condone any 
wrong-doing that is involved in his case. 
In fact I am totally distressed by the sit- 
uation that has arisen in our community 
and am pleased that the judicial process 
is proceeding to bring it all to a con- 
clusion. However, I do feel that at such a 
tragic time as this public opinion often 
has a tendency to concentrate only on the 
negative aspects of a person and that 
any positive factors in this person's life 
might never be presented to you. I be- 
lieve deeply that every man has the right 
of having all aspects of him made known 
when he stands in judgment 


"In my 15 years as superintendent, Mr. 


Stavros was a staunch supporter,of the 
school district. I have also during this 


time been very active in many charitable 
community projects and always found 
him to be concerned and willing to work 
to help the projects become successful. 
He was most directly responsible for the 
first community swimming pool to be 
built in Wheeling. 


"However, the one most important 


point that persuades me to write this let- 
ter is the fact that when he was active 
politically, he always kept his promise 
to keep politics away from the school dis- 
trict. In all these years he never waiver- 
ed from that resolve. 


"I am taking the unusual step of writ- 


ing this letter only as an attempt to give 
a sketchy picture of the positive side of 
Mr. Stavros. I hope you will find it help- 
ful in your deliberations."

Sentencing of former 
trustee Valenza delayed

The sentencing of former Wheeling 


Trustee Michael Valenza was continued 
until Friday when the U. S. District 
Court expects to have more information 
on the resolution of charges against Va- 
lenza's codefendant, Building Director 
William Bieber. 


Valenza pleaded guilty Feb. 28 to con- 


spiring with Bieber to extort $1,700 worth 
of furniture from Wickes Inc. Bieber is 
scheduled to begin trial today on charges 
of conspiracy, extortion and perjury in 
that case. 


Assistant U. S. Arty. Steven Kadison, 


however, told U. S. District Judge Ber- 
nard Decker that he does not expect the 
Bieber case to come to trial. Kadison 
said he has spoken with Bieber's attor- 
ney, David Schippers, about the pending 
trial. 


"He has informed me that he does not 


expect the case to go to trial," Kadison 
said. 


NEITHER SCHIPPERS nor Bieber 


was available to comment on whether 
they are in the process of plea bargain- 
ing with the U. S. Attorney's Office. 


Judge Decker said he preferred to 


handle all sentencing in the case at the 
same time. He said often some informa- 
tion presented at one sentencing differs 
from that presented at a econd se 
from that presented at a second sentenc- 
ing in the same case. 


Kadison said that if an agreement is 


reached between Bieber and the U. S. 
Attorney's Office, he expects a request 
that "all of Mr. Bieber's indictments be 
transferred to Judge (Abraham Lincoln) 
Marovitz for disposition." 


Bieber is facing extortion, conspiracy, 


perjury and tax evasion charges in three 


other cases now pending trial. He and 
Valenza were among six former and pre- 
sent Wheeling and Cook County officials 
indicted Jan. 31 after a federal grand 
jury investigation into shakedowns of 
Wheeling developers. 


JAMES STAVROS, former Wheeling 


Township Democratic 
committeeman, 


has also pleaded guilty in the case. 
Stavros admitted to extorting $92,000 
from three Wheeling developers and fil- 
ing a false 1972 income tax return. In 
exchange for the guilty plea, the U. S. 
Attorney's Office agreed to drop eight 
other charges against Stavros. 


Judge Decker said he also wanted to 


continue Valenza's sentencing since he 
has not had time to study a report pre- 
pared by the former trustee's probation 
officer. 


"I have read it, but I haven't really 


studied it to the oint where I want to 
make a decision," the judge said. "That 
is another reason why I want to continue 
it." 


Valenza faces a maximum of 20 years 


imprisonment and a $10,000 fine. The U. 
S. Attorney's Office said it will make 
known the extent of Valenza's coopera- 
tion with the government at the time of 
sentencing. 


Jason Bellows, Valenza's attorney, said 


he will argue for a light sentence be- 
cause of his client's cooperation with the 
government. While Bellows would not 
elaborate on the nature of Valenza's co- 
operation, he said his client agreed to do 
"whatever 
the government desires" 


when he pleaded guilty. 


The government dropped a second 


charge of extortion against Valenza 
when the former trustee pleaded guilty 
on the conspiracy charge. 


He (Stavros) said it would never happen 
again, and it didn't," Gill said. 


Gill also had a meeting with Stavros 


last spring, when two candidates for the 
school board began receiving financial 
aid from Wheeling's To Overall Progress 
Party (TOP). "I told him (Stavros) to 
stay out of the election and keep his 
campaign workers away from the polls 
on election day. He said it would be tak- 
en oare of," according to Gill. 


The two candidates were easily de- 


feated in the election. 


Those were the only times Stavros had 


anything to do with Dist. 21, according to 
Gill. "I think he really believed that poli- 
tics should have been kept out of the 
school system." 


GILL BELIEVES that the letter may 


cause residents to say he is defending 
Stavros for his wrong doing. "That is not 
the case at all. I deplore What took place 
in this village. But I also think there are 
two sides to every person, and Jimmy 
(Stavros) did some good for this vil- 
lage," he said. 


"It doesn't take guts to be against Jim- 


my Stavros now. In fact, a lot of the 
people he helped deny even knowing him. 
Again it's a matter of principles with me 
and integrity," Gill said. 


While Gill said it was no secret that 


Stavros was a political force in Wheeling, 
he was not aware of any specific wrong 
doings. He added that he was never 
called before the federal grand jury in- 
v e s t i g a t i n g Wheeling to testify on 
Stavros' relationship to the school dis- 
trict. 


ACCORDING TO Gill, he has talked to 


several people about the letter and said 
he contacted The Herald about the situ- 
ation because he wanted the public to get 
the story first hand, rather than by ru- 
mor. 


"I'm in the position where everything I 


say is linked with the school district. I 
dont think this is wrong, either, 
because I feel when you're in a commu- 
nity job it calls for you to get into the 
community process," he said. 


Gill said it is about time the people of 


Wheeling started to take a stand and get 
involved in the village. "We've got to 
start getting some integrity and standing 
up for principles we believe in."

Parks reject bids for Heritage Park

The Wheeling Park Board has tossed 


out all bids submitted on the remodeling 
of the Heritage Park recreation building, 
saying that the project would cost too 
much if the low bid was accepted. 


The park will have to pay about $18,000 


for the architectual and engineering 
plans drawn up for the project, promised 
in the 1972 referendum. 


Park Comr. Lorraine Lark asked that 


the park district consider acting as its 
own general contractor for the remodel- 
ing, thus salvaging the $18,000 spent on 
the remodeling plans. The board will dis- 
cuss that proposal at a meeting May 29. 


THE BIDS RETURNED two weeks 


ago, were substantially higher than an- 
ticipated. While the park board had 
planned to spend a maximum of $81,500 
to remodel the Heritage Park recreation 
building, the lowest bid submitted was 
$70,878 for only part of the proposed 
work 


For the $70,878, the park district could 


have converted the present maintenance 
garage into a board room and construct- 
ed showers and lockers for the gym. The 
park board had also wanted to build a 
storage room, vestibule and handball 
court, which would have increased the 
cost to $123,825. 


Park planner Robert Greenless said 


that the bids were overpriced unless the 
park board wanted to take the whole 
package and build a handball court. This 


would have put the district about $70,000 
over its referendum budget. 


Greenless said that the cost for the 


basic remodeling was higher than he 
thought reasonable for the work being 
done He said that if the park board re- 
jected the bids, however, other con- 
tractors would probably not bid on the 
project. 


According to Greenless, the remodeling 


is a small job which would be more eco- 
nomical for a small construction com- 
pany. He said, however, that such small 
companies cannot meet the insurance 
and bond demands of the park district. 
He said that the alternatives would be to 
either accept the bids, have the park dis- 
trict become its own general contractor 
or abandon the project. 


NOTING THE Hi years of price in- 


creases, several park board members 
said they would like to see much of the 
remodeling abandoned, with the money 
spent on recreational and park devel- 
opment 


"If I had my druthers I'd take this 


whole building and leave it the way it is 
and put it in park development," Mrs. 
Lark said "Put it outside where people 
can see and enjoy it and go out and use 
it when the building is locked up " 


Other commissioners, however, said 


they believe that the showers and locker 
rooms were needed. Comr. Gene Sackett 
said the showers could be used year 
round while outdoor improvements are 
seasonal. 


A decision on the remodeling will be 


made after the park distnct investigates 
the possibility of finding its own subcon- 
tractors to do the work. 


THE PARK BOARD also is preparing 


to go for bid on the bulk of the referen- 
dum improvements promised for the 
park and school-park sites. The work will 
include tennis courts at Heritage and 
Husky parks, basketball courts, play- 
ground sites, repaying of park distnct 
parking lots, asphalt walkways and some 
grading and drainage improvements.

Arlington voters 
reject flood plan 


Voters in Arlington Heights Saturday rejected by a margin 


of 67 votes a massive $16,6 million flood control referendum 
which would have added some $50 to their yearly property 
taxes.

Political observers have said the Senate 
will not approve any of the several RTA 
amendments agreed upon last week in 
the House. 


Car dealerships folding 
at unprecedented rate 


DETROIT (UPI) — More than 100 new 


car dealerships have been forced out of 
business this year by slumping sales and 
up to 1,000 may fold by the end of the 
year, an official of the National Automo- 
bile Dealers Association said Sunday. 


"It's not just the energy situation 


that's causing this," said Reed T. Drap- 
er, a Saginaw, Mich., car dealer and 
chairman of the NADA's Government 
Relations Committee. "There is uncer- 
tainty in the automobile buying public in 
regard to the total economy." 


Up to 10 per cent of the 840,000 persons 


employed in new car dealerships in this 
country have already lost their jobs, 
Draper said, warning that "You get to 
the point that if you cut too much you 
can't handle your business." 


THE TRADE publications Automotive 


News said a survey showed 102 deal- 
erships went out of business during the 
first three months of 1974, compared with 
only 14 that folded during the same peri- 
od last year. New car sales slumped 
more than 27 per cent in the first quarter 
from 1973's record pace. 


Hardest hit were dealers who handle 


the larger cars with General Motors ac- 
counting for 55 closed dealerships — 25 
of them handling Buicks. On Jan. l, 
there were 25,349 U.S. car outlets, a 
number that dropped to 25,247 on April 1. 


Even more dealers cculd be in trouble 


because the traditional spring sales up- 
turn hasn't been as strong as auto execu- 
tives had hoped. However, Mack' W. 
Worde, vice president for marketing at 
GM, disagreed with Draper's dire pre- 
dictions. 


"WITH THE noticeable strengthening 


in both the new and used car market and 
with continued sound management con- 
trols, we have every reason to Relieve 
dealers, as proven in the past and as the 
first quarter indicates, will weather the 


storm and come out stronger than ever," 
he said. 


"There is no question that the market 


turned up a little, but not as big as we 
expected," said Draper. "We're faced 
with the highest interest rates in history, 
a political situation that remains unre- 
solved and no real direction for the coun- 
try from Congress." 


Draper said there has been resistance 


by customers to higher prices coupled 
with the new safety devices like the safe- 
ty belt-ignition interlock system that 
makes you buckle up before starting the 
car. 


"Getting into a car can be frightening 


and people don't like them," said Drap- 
er. "A lot of people are putting off pur- 
chases because of those things-"

A new study released yesterday of defendants arrested for

The 
Drug Enforcement Administration made public findings of a 
followup investigation of 499 individuals who were chosen at 
random after being arrested and freed on bond in 1972. DBA 
chief John Bartels said, "For too many drug peddlers, the 
criminal justice system is little more than a revolving door to 
'business as usual.'" 


Favor opening impeach hearings to public

Hope continues unabated in the

ry Kissinger. 


Israel indicated Sunday it will accept 


Kissinger's plan for a cease-fire line on 
the Golan Heights, virtually settling the 
main issue of a military disengagement 
with Syria. 


After a three-hour meeting between the 


American Secretary of State and Israeli 
Prime Minister Golda Meir and their 
negotiating teams, a preliminary settle- 
ment for a demarcation line was accept- 
ed by both sides. Now Kissinger returns 
to Damascus to discuss further points of 
agreement, although most observers say 
the main obstacle to a Mid-East peace 
has been settled. 


Kissinger will now discuss with the 


Syrians and Israelis the questions of re- 
patriation of prisoners of war, the role of 
the United Nations in maintaining a 
cease-fire, and a buffer zone between the 
facing armies in the Golan Heights.

He immediately promised "an 
era of renewal and change." 


Results showed it was the closest presi- 


dential race in a Western democracy 
since John F. Kennedy beat Richard M.

Gisoard d'Estaing, 48, who will be 


France's second youngest head of state 
since Napoleon, saluted his rival, Mitter- 
rand, 57, and said: "A new era of French 
politics starts today." 


The election of a successor to Presi-

2, produced a record turnout of 87 per 
cent, the most people ever to vote in a 
French election.

time in the department's history that 
women were tested with men to be- 
come state troopers. Only one other 
woman, Maryann Keltch, has ever 
served on the department. Her work 
in the mid-1960s dealt primarily with 
investigative work, but the role of 
women in the department from now 
on will be no different than that of 
men. state police officials have said. 


THE TESTING held this weekend 


and for the next several weekends 
will be the first since a recent ruling 
by the state police merit board elimi- 
nating the 5'9" minimum height re- 
quirement, which generally barred 
women from the testing.

Budget hearing 
waits for money 


The Wheeling Park District is waiting for its new assessed 


valuation to complete budget hearings on the 1974-75 budget. 


The park board completed preliminary hearings on its pro- 


posed $476.702 budget Thursday, but must wait for the as- 
sessed valuation to make sure that enough tax money will be 
available to cover anticipated expenses. 


The new budget shows substantial increases in both the 


park staff and equipment, as well as an expansion of the 
recreational program. These increases were made possible by 
the fact that the district eliminated most of its deficit spend- 
ing and will not have to pay last year's expenses in this 
year's budget. 


In 1973-74, the park district spent about $4,000 more than 


was allocated in the $360,467 budget. Phillips said the over- 
spending was caused by the fact that only 88 per cent of the 
park's 1972 tax levy was collected. He said in the past tax 
collection has averaged between 95 and 97 per cent. 


The overspending, however, was substantially less than in 


past years. Last year, the park district issued $150,000 in tax 
anticipation warrants and spent about $75,000 of that money. 


Phillips said that if the park district had not had to pay off 


the $75,000 in tax anticipation warrants the district would 
have ended the year with a $71,000 surplus. He said he, there- 
fore, did not expect any problems in covering the $4,000 of 
deficit spending that will be carried into the 1974-75 budget. 


The budget will be approved at a public hearing July 18. 


Park board members said they expect to have assessed valu- 
ation figures by that time. 
- 


Purchase to be completed 


Park attorney Roger Bjorvik has notified the owners of the 


3.1-acre park site on Valley Stream Drive that the park dis- 
trict is now ready to complete purchase of the property. 


The site, owned by Hollywood Builders, is adjacent the 


Childerley Retreat House property, which the park intends to 
purchase for an outdoor education center. 


The park board decided to proceed with the purchase two 


weeks ago when it received permission from the U. S. Bureau 
of Outdoor Recreation, which is giving final review to a 50 
per cent grant for the property. The board had delayed the 
actual purchase so they would not jeopardize the grant appli- 
cation. 


The parcel will cost $32,500, and will be financed through 


referendum funds approved in 1972 and a matching govern- 
ment grant. 


1975 election day changed 


The park district's 1975 election has been changed from the 


first to the third Tuesday in April. 


The park board voted to change the election day because of 


a new state law that requires the park district to maintain the 
same polling places as the township if both agencies have 
their elections on the same day. 


This would have caused severe financial problems since the 


park district usually has two polling places and the township 
usually has 25 within park district boundaries.

Daniel Cepa, assistant city clerk, said 


Friday the city will determine what ac- 
tion if any is necessary against the com- 
pany based on findings from the in- 
vestigation. If Grand-Spaulding is found 
in violation of the city wheel tax ordi- 
nance, the matter will be referred to the 
city's law department, Cepa said. 


City investigators are trying to deter- 


mine whether Grand-Spaulding circum- 
vented purchasing Chicago vehicle stick- 
ers in 1974 and 1973 in favor of Buffalo 
Grove stickers which are cheaper. 


Chicago stickers cost $20 to $50 while 


Buffalo Grove stickers cost $10 each. 


Grand-Spaulding maintains no office or 


dealership in the village and obtained the 
more than 200 Buffalo Grove vehicle 
stickers by giving a village post office 
box number as an address. 


If Grand-Spaulding is found guilty of 


violating the Chicago ordinance, the 
company could be fined $25 to $200 for 
every illegally purchased sticker.

one less drunk and a decrease in grand 
larceny (which has been reclassified 
from more than $50 to more than $150, 
thus automatically causing the figure to 
drop). 


Through the first three months of 1974 


there also were no murders and rapes 
reported, although a rape was since com- 
mitted in April. 


AS REPORTED April 4 in The Herald, 


one of the areas of greatest increase was 
burglaries. The official statistics show 53 
burglaries through March 31, three more 
than police officials reported in April. 
(The monthly statistics are released at a 
delay of some five weeks generally.) 


With only 17 burglaries in the first 


quarter of 1973, this year's number rep- 
resents an increase of 212 per cent. 
Twenty-three of the burglaries occurred 
in March, but several of these were 


solved by arrests made early in April. 


Another area showing a large increase 


was thefts under $150 (although again, 
this can be attributed in part to the re- 
classification from last year's $50 limit). 
Total thefts (which show a more true 
comparison) were 125 in 1974 and 99 in 
1973. 


Disorderly conduct cases have more 


than doubled so far this year with 98 re- 
ported. There was an increase of two in 
aggravated assaults to a total of seven; 
two more sexual assaults for a total of 
four; 21 other assaults, an increase of 15; 
and five auto thefts, an increase of one. 


Four robberies were reported, com- 


pared with none in the first three months 
of last year. 


The number of automobile accidents 


reported also increased slightly from 198 
to 234. 


Teachers approve salary 
pact for 1974-75 year 


By an overwhelming vote, Dist. 21 


teachers have approved their contract 
for the 1974-75 school year. 


In a meeting last Thursday night, the 


Wheeling Faculty Council voted to accept 
the contract worked out by negotiators 
and the school board last week by a mar- 
gin of 141 to 3. 


The contract is expected to be signed 


by the school board at its meeting Thurs- 
day night. 


The agreement calls for a 12.24 per 


cent increase in total monies allotted to 
salaries. This will give teachers a pay 
hike of between 8 and 14 per cent, de- 
pending on where they fit into the pay 
schedule worked out by the council. 


THE TOTAL AMOUNT that will be 


provided for teacher salaries by Dist. 21 
next year is $4.7 million. That includes a 
10 per cent increase in the annual salar- 
ies paid to teachers for supervising extra- 
curricular activities. 


The base pay for a beginning teacher 


in the district will be raised from $8,000 
to $9,000. At the top of the scale, the pay 
for teachers with a master's degree and 
30 years of experience will go up from 
$15,261 to $17,010. 


The unusually generous pay increase 


was negotiated in an effort to bring sala- 
ries more in line with those of surround- 
ing school districts. For the past several 


years, local teachers have been among 
the lowest paid in the Northwest suburbs. 


Margo Richter, sixth-grade teacher at 


Stevenson School and chief negotiator, 
said Friday teachers are pleased with 
the contract. 


"Everyone thinks it's just great," she 


said. 


Salaries and extra duty pay were the 


only items negotiated in 1974-75 contract 
talks. The new pact expires June 30, 
1975. 
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Salesman Sheldon Simon always on the move 
One travelin9 man's battle cry: 'Maidenform.. .or Bust!9

All the girls In Galesburg, 111., get a 


big lift when Sheldon Simon comes to 
town. He's the local bra salesman. 


With attache case in one hand and a 


suitcase full of multi-colored samples in 
the other, Simon sells Maidenform Co. 
products — brassieres, girdles, panties 
and bikinis — to 210 women's shops and 
department stores in Illinois. 


As a modern-day traveling salesman, 


Simon has logged some 100,000 miles in 
three years providing intimate apparel, 
if you will, designed for women with lof- 
ty ambitions. In all, he has sold more 
than $1 million of his company's crea- 
tions. 


SIMON COMBINES hustle, determina- 


tion and charm — all indispensable tools 
of the salesman's trade — to woo his cus- 
tomers into ordering.. .and reorder- 
ing. . .his undergarments. 


Mis assortment of merchandise meets 


every kind of need and fits each and ev- 
ery mood or special occasion. In other 
words, there's something for every wom- 
an. Especially in bras. 


There's something to expand the upper 


front part of the body ("A little less bra 
for a little more you"), set the trap ("It 
makes what you have work for you") 
and provide hope, however shortlived 
("You've got a better body than you 
think"). 


Selling is a highly competitive busi- 


ness. Men like Simon are crisscrossing 
the state to bring their products to the 
marketplace. But unlike their coun- 
terparts of the past, today's salesmen 
are not traveling as much. 


TERRITORIES have been modified to 


allow salesmen to call on as many 
clients as possible in the least amount of 
time while saving them gasoline and 
wear and tear on their families. Depend- 
ing on Che size of the business and the 
type of product it offers, therefore, sales- 
men may never go off on extended work- 
ing trips as in days gone by. 


Simon, as a representative of Maiden- 


form, is a prime example of the typical 
salesman of 1974, or at least comes close 
to typifying that breed of man. 


Despite driving 30,000-plus miles per 


year, most of his traveling is through 
Chicago and the Northwest suburbs 
where the majority of his customers ate 
located. Me is out early each weekday 
morning and usually is back in his 
Wheeling home in time for a regularly 
scheduled dinner with his wife, Sally, 
and daughter, Amy. 


Once every six weeks, though, in the 


finest tradition of the traveling sales- 
man, Simon takes to the highways for an 
overnight trip to everal stores on the 
western edge of Illinois.

IT'S 6 A.M. on a Monday morning and 


Simon is charging down 111. Rte. 53 on 
the first leg of his journey to Galesburg 
with other stops in Sterling and Dixon. 
An appropriate battle cry, if he had one, 
might be: "Maidenform ... or Bust!" 


Nearly four hours later, after downing 


his favorite breakfast of coffee and two 


chocolate donuts in a bowling alley snack 
shop in Lisle, an exhausted Simon ar- 
rives at his destination. Driving, he says, 
saps his strength. A few puffs of Gales- 
burg air revives him. 


His first account is the O.T. Johnson 


Department Store on Mam Street. The 
store has two floors and devotes the en- 
tire upper level to women's fashions. 


Simon, sporting a grey suit and a tidy 


half-beard around his chin, exchanges 
pleasantries with the female help and 
quickly takes the Maidenform inventory, 
counting packages, boxes and hanging 
stock. When this is done he makes out an 
order form so the store can replenish its 
supply. 


THE BRUNT OF Simon's job is taking 


orders, Store salespersons sell Maiden- 
form products (and competitive goods) 
which are advertised and displayed in 
such a way as to attract customers. It's 
when a new like of undergarments comes 
out (like a bra that hooks in the front) or 
when a present model not yet in one of 
his stores is moving well that Simon be- 
comes a salesman in the true sense of 
the word. 


"What I have here is something new 


and exciting," he tells Mary the bra buy- 
er at Johnson's, a line he is to repeat at 
each subsequent stop. "It's a fantastic 
bra," he coos while lifting a "Shape Me 
Sweetly" style from his suitcase. He 
holds it up for Mary to see and feel. 


"We don't need a new bra," she replies 


after fingering the material "Not unless 
you have something better than that." Of 
course, Simon thinks to himself as he 
baits the hook. He always has something 
else to show. Two minutes later she buys 
$375 worth of bras. Simon holds back any 
emotion In his mind's eye he is clicking 
his heels. With reorders he has sold 
$989 25 worth of Maidenform goods. 


SMILING SIMON bids farewell to 


Mary and takes to the street for a one 
block walk in the rain to Kline's Depart- 
ment Store, one of a chain of Kline stores 
he services. Simon doesn't ordinarily 
stop at this Kline's every time he's in 
town ("If I didn't have to stop in Gales- 
burg for the other store I'd NEVER 
come here") but this visit proves fruit- 
ful, despite dealing with their tough- 
skinned buyer. 


"Things aren't moving," she tells Sim- 


on. 


"You're right, they aren't moving," he 


responds. Then, mumbling to himself, 
"Nothing moves here " 


"Take these back," she demands 
"We don't take anything back," he 


lies, mainly because he doesn't like her 
and otherwise because it's a great big 
hassle to return items, a practice the 
company frowns on. 


"I need a bra for my age women and 


grandmothers," she inquires. 


"You're the youngest grandmother in 


the world," he lies to her again, this time 
sensing a possible sale. She doesn't buy. 
He gets $300-plus in reorders, leaves 
without saying goodbye and is on the 
road within 10 minutes. 


THE ATTACHE CASE and suitcase 
full of multi-colored samples are the 
most visual signs of the traveling 


salesman. Sheldon Simon lugs both 
carrying cases with him as a sales- 
man for a bra and girdle company. 


"WHAT I HAVE HERE is something new and exciting," 
says traveling salesman Sheldon Simon of Wheeling. As 
a Maidenform Co. representative, Simon, 33, is a prime 
example of the typical salesman of 1974. With hustle, 
determination and charm he has sold more than $1 mil- 


lion worth of his company's products in the past three 
years, traveling some 100,000 miles doing it. Looking 
over this "new and exciting" look is Arlene Koltz and 
Lauretta Eck of Spiegler's Department Store in Des 
Plaines. 


IT TAKES SIMON only an hour to get 


to the Travelodge Motel in Sterling, 
across the street from the Kline's Store 
in town. After checking into his room 
and freshening up he is off on another 
call. 


Simon has gone into some stores long 


enough that he is able to write an order 
without interference, getting a signature 
when he's done. At Kline's he writes a 
$336 order, gets the OK and goes to din- 
ner. Later, for entertainment he buys a 
six-pack 
. . of Pepsi . . . and rushes 


back to his room to watch television. It's 
either that or watch the Rock River get 
polluted. 


Around 9'30 the next morning Simon 


goes to the other side of downtown (a 
block away) where he encounters some 
difficulty from the owner of Harlan's De- 
partment Store As luck has it on this 
trip, Simon turns a potentially bad thing 
into what he calls a "Godsend " 


"Ho. Ho. Ho. You're not going to like 


me very much . . ." warns the owner. 
"Playtex is killing you . . That teen bra 
of yours is ghastly ... Etc. Etc. Etc " 


SIMON SEIZES the opportunity, prom- 


ising results if the owner will allow him 
to repackage his merchandise 
He 


doesn't wait for an answer, nor does he 
allow for one. He simply states he's go- 
ing to draw up a proposal, jazz up his 
displays and generally boost what have 
been dismal sales. 


For Simon, it means putting in new 


lines, bringing himself more reorders 
and possibly providing him with more 
business in the store during his next visit 
to Harlan's than he had the entire year 
before 


Following two more stops, including a 


lucrative one at Kline's in Dixon worth 
nearly $1,000 and Eichler's ($527), he 
heads home. But the trip for him 
wouldn't be complete without a stop for 
the "best-ever" cinnamon and raisin 
rolls this side of Hmkley,"~Hl, a town so 
small the restaurant's name is replaced 
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out front by the word "Eat." The snack 
is but another dividend for a traveling 
salesman on the long and winding road.

"THIS IS NOT a job that takes a supe- 


rior amount of training," said a reflec- 
tive Simon over dinner at the Rock Falls 
Ramada Inn. "If you can count it's not 
that difficult" 


He was being facetious, to be sure, but 


the fact remains that there is very little 
challenge left in Sheldon Simon's line of 
work since he departed a now-defunct 
mortgage company to join Maidenform's 
sales force in December, 1970. Then, the 
job demanded that accounts be started, 
developed and built up from the bottom. 
Now, he gets revitalized 
when he 


sojourns to New York at the company's 


expense for sales meetings and the usual 
pep talk from the bosses. 


The Southfield, Mich., native knows ev- 


erything there is to know about bras, 
Maidenform's most valuable product. 
There are traditional or conservative 
bras (for fit and support), fashionable 
bras made with new fabrics for more 
comfort), contemporary bras (for athlet- 
ic types or those who want the no-bra 
look) and inexpensive bras (for the price 
conscious shopper) The most popular 
sellers are white, seamless and sized 34 
and 36. 


AT FIRST, being a bra salesman was 


embarrassing for Simon, as most people 
would conclude. Being in a women's un- 
derwear line might present a problem 
for most men. "I used to blush when I 


talked to women about bras," Simon 
said. "After all, (he also calls them 
"booby traps") it's not like talking to 
men." 


Soon, the money looked good to Simon 


and any shyness he had disappeared as 
his paychecks began arriving. "It's like 
selling any other product," he said, re- 
ferring to his task being second nature to 
him now. 


Last year, for instance, the 33-year-old 


Simon earned close to $19,000 out of 
which came about $2,500 in expenses 
from Ms own pocket. He opted for a big- 
ger paycheck and bonus opportunities in- 
stead of splitting his expenses with Maid- 
enform because he figured he could cut 
down on his work-related spending. He 
has done just that, driving his wife's 
Duster (she now drives the family-owned 
Buick) because it eats up less gas, eating 
less expensive meals and checking into 
cheaper motels. 


Being a salesman, Simon gets the 


benefit of doing some traveling (though 
some will argue that visiting Sterling and 
Dixon is not on their must-do list) and 
the freedom of being his own boss and 
avoiding punching a clock. 


SELLING ALSO HAS its drawbacks. 


Simon must meet company expectations. 
And he must also bear the criticism over 
such uncontrollable factors or complaints 
that some of those same products are 
poor sellers. 


Then there are the~~stories of the off- 


duty exploits of salesmen, the ones de- 
picting them conquering fair damsels liv- 
ing along their route, stories that in- 
variably are untrue, at least in most 
cases. 


"Some traveling salesmen tell some of 


the greatest stories about women on the 
road," Simon said "But then you go to 
your empty room, look in the mirror and 
say "R hasn't happened. I wonder what's 
the matter with me'." 


But because he is not a throwback to 


the early days of selling, when salesmen 
used to kiss their wives and children 
goodbye before departing for weeks at a 
time, Simon gets to enjoy a relatively set 
schedule with his family. 


It used to be like a double-edged sword 


for the traveling salesman when it came 
down to a choice between family and job. 
The only decision was . . . which side to 
jump on. "This isn't the happiest job I've 
ever had," said Simon. 


That may be, but it could be a lot more 


hectic for both him and his family. 
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'Flunk'—an obsolete term? 


Well, not entirely, but with new educational methods fewer students have been held back 


Do kids still flunk? Apparently not, or 


at least not in the numbers they once did 
In elementary school classrooms. Herald 
Education Editor Wandalyn Rice found 
that now the social effects of flunking 
are considered almost equal to academic 
proficiency. Her report:

If you met Mike, one of the first things 


you'd notice is that he's smaller than the 
other children in his class. 


And, as you got to know him a little 


better, you would discover that he's a 
little more immature and has a harder 
time learning the things required of a 
kindergartner. 


In fact, you might even discover that he 


is starting to feel inferior because he 
doesn't do as well as the other children. 
He even may be starting to hate school. 
Maybe he'll tell you, in a rare moment 
when his parents aren't listening, that 
he's "dumb." 


Many years ago, Mike's fate probably 


would have been sealed early With what 
one principal in a local school now calls 
"cold, administrative efficiency," Mike 
would "flunk" and be forced to repeat a 
grade. 


TODAY. SCHOOL officials, both teach- 


ers and administrators, are more sensi- 
tive to how a child such as Mike might 
feel being labeled a "failure" so early in 
his school career. 


The result of that awareness, combined 


with increasing numbers of special edu- 
cation programs, has meant that in re- 
cent years the practice of "flunking" or 
"retaining" or "holding back" students, 
particularly students in the upper ele- 
mentary grades, ha? almost vanished. 


"We could destroy a child by making 


him feel unable to do things," Kathryn 
Kacena, principal of Hawthorne School 
in Wheeling says, in explaining that stu- 
dents at her school are almost never held 
back or forced to repeat grades. "If we 
have children who are not quite ready 
for a certain grade, they aren't alone " 


Each year, however, in many ele- 


mentary schools in the Northwest sub- 
urbs, a few children, perhaps as few as 
one or as many as four or five, are "held 
back." Most are boys, most have many 
of the same problems that Mike has, and 
school officials try to make the action as 
untraumatlc as possible. 


IT IS RARE that an older child is held 


back, principals interviewed about the 
subject say — if it is going to happen, it 
usually happens in kindergarten, first or 
second grade, although there are ex- 
ceptions. Principal Phillip Worland of 
Park School in Arlington Heights ex- 
plains, "We probably wouldn't even se- 
riously consider retaining a fourth or 
fifth grader unless it was because of 
something obviously out of his control, if 
he was sick for six months and out of 
school, for example." 


The trauma of being held back can be 


minimized for the younger children, Wor- 
land says, because "they haven't really 
identified themselves with one group of 
youngsters yet." 


Exact procedures for deciding whether

feeling. It may be a blow to the parents 
or the grandparents, but it's much less of 
a blow than if you say a child has to be 
retained in second grade " 


A decision on placement in devel- 


opmental first grade is handled much the 
way other schools handle 
retention. 


Thomas explains that the children are 
checked by the classroom teacher, psy- 
chologist, and special education teachers 
and the parents are involved in the deci- 
sion. 


IF A PARENT says ne wants his child 


in a regular first grade, "you honor the 
wishes of the parents," Thomas says. 


The changes in the school's curriculum 


have also helped eliminate the "failure 
feeling," according to Thomas. But he 
says he still remembers the children who 
were caught in the system before things 
changed. 


"I still wonder what happened to the 


hundreds of kids I signed retentions for," 
he says. "I remember a girl named Mar- 
tha who I retained in sixth grade 15 
years ago and I've often wondered if it 
did her any good. I guess I'll never know 
because I never had another Martha." 


to hold a child back a grade vary from 
school to school, but principals agree 
that two of the most important parts of 
the procedure are proper diagnosis of the 
child's learning problems and commu- 
nication with the parents 


"The study of the individual situation 


is much more thorough today than it was 
in the past," Worland says. "Twen- 
ty years ago we had to rely on what the 
classroom teacher saw and on tests, but 
now we have psychologists and special 
education teachers who can evaluate the 
child," 


IN ADDITION, Worland and other 


principals cite the flexibility of most ele- 
mentary classrooms as a reason that 
fewer children are held back now than in 
the past. Tony Mostardo of Clearmont 
School in Elk Grove Village says classes 
today "can accommodate as much as a 
IVa-year spread in achievement in a 
single room. Some of our classes may 
have as many as five or six reading 
groups." 


When parents are firmly opposed to 


holding a child back, principals say they 
will acceed to their wishes and pass a 
child on against the recommendation of 
professionals. "You've got to have agree- 
ment (with the parents)," Worland says. 
"If they're dead set aginst it, you're was- 
ting your time." 


However, "If the teacher has done a 


good job of reporting to the parents all 
year, they aren't shocked" when a rec- 
ommendation comes, James Hall, princi- 
pal of Ridge School in Arlington Heights, 
says. In fact, he adds, "the parents may 
come in and ask for a retention " 


THAT CAN LEAD to problems, too. 


Mostardo says that at Clearmont this 
year, there are four children being rec- 
ommended for retention, and in two 
cases, "I'm trying to talk the parents out 
of it." 


Once a decision is made, the problem 


becomes how to tell the child. Agreement 
on that also is reached by the school offi- 
cials and parents — sometimes the duty

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falls on the teacher and sometimes on 
the parent 


Hall at Ridge School, sometimes takes 


on the responsibility himself, but he 
leads up to it slowly. "I try to give the 
child my personal attention," he says. "I 
may invite him down to the office to play 
checkers so that when it conies time to 
tell him, it won't be like he's seeing the 
principal for the first time. In a lot of 
cases, the child has already sensed that 
he isn't with the class and I try to make 
him feel like he's helping to plan it — we 
talk about wlnoh teacher he will have, 
for example."

cell carcinomas surgically removed from 
my face. I'm 56 and I've been careful 
wbout keeping out of the sun, and I go to 
the doctor as new areas appear on my 
skin. Each biopsy has been positive, so I 
guess I can expect new cells to appear. 
Do yon have any suggestion how I might 
reduce the rate of occurrence? 


Also, a friend told me her doctor re- 


moved three basal cells by applying a 
salve or something. After a few days the 
hard surfaces which had formed came 
off, and the cells were gone. 


The last time I had one removed I 


asked my doctor about removing it by 
means other than surgery, and he said 
he felt surgery was better because there 
was more assurance that all the bad 
cells would be removed. Would you 
please comment on this? Have recent 
medicines been developed? 


About 30 years ago I had about 12 


ray treatments for rosacea of my nose 
which perhaps helped arrest the veins 
around my nose. All the basal cells have 
been in that area except for one. 


I am inclined to agree that repeated 


amounts of X-ray to the skin, as you 
would have had in the treatment you 
mention, makes the skin more apt to de- 
velop skin cancers. If you are prone to 
this problem anyway, it could make mat- 
ters worse. 


Your doctor has something in his favor 


about surgery making sure all the cancer 
cells are removed. However, after you 
have had this done in a case such as 
ment on the entire face area. You prob- 
ably have a number of abnormal cells 
that have not yet created a suspicious 
lesion for the doctor to cut out. 


I do not favor simple burning off of the 


skin areas involved, either electrically or 
chemically, but there are indeed new 
medicines that will eliminate cancer 
cells from the surface of the skin.

pattern and are rapidly reproducing. For 
a cell to reproduce, even a normal one, it 
depends upon DNA and UNA, those com- 
plex strands of combinations of sugar 
and protein-like substances. The new sal- 
ves act by interfering with the formation 
of new DNA and hence new cell forma- 
tion. Skin cells are constantly dying and 
being replaced. The skin cancer cell's 
rate of reproduction is even greater than 
normal skin. 


The chemical in the salve 
(fluor- 


ouracil, marketed under the trade name 
yours, I would favor a chemical treat- 
Efudex) interferes with the DNA forma- 
tion, and the cancer cells can't repro- 
duce. So, they die and form a crust 
whereas the normal cells will be less af- 
fected, if at all. The chemical literally 
differentiates between normal and abnor- 
mal cells, and much earlier than an or- 
dinary microscope can. 


I would suggest that you go see a der- 


matologist and see if he can't choose 
such a medication or one with a similar 
action for 'a generalized treatment of 
your face area. It might prevent your 
developing new lesions later that would 
need to be removed surgically. The treat- 
ment can be repeated later with the 
salve if conditions seem to warrant it. I 
suspect that in the long run you will pro- 
tect your appearance by using such an 
approach.

MEG needs visibility 


Undercover narcotics agents who 


go underground to search out crim- 
inals should come up for air now 
and 
then. 
If 
they 
don't, 
we 


become uneasy. 


An agency called the Metropoli- 


tan Enforcement Group (MEG) 
has been going through that pro- 
cess now for 2'/z years, and we are 
slightly uneasy about the almost 
completely covert nature of their 
operation. 


The group has apparently been 


an 
effective 
narcotics agency, 


judging from the fact they've be- 
come one of the largest in the coun- 
try — and they are able to tran- 
scend the village and city bound- 
ary lines which crisscross Cook 
County. 


However, 
the 
agency, 
which 


draws its men from local commu- 
nities and the Cook County Sher- 
iff's police, could use at times the 
kind of public access and account- 


ability which marks other local po- 
lice agencies. 


For example, if you wanted to 


locate your local police depart- 
ment, you'd find it with a phone 
number and address in the phone 
book. The police blotter is avail- 
able for reporters to examine the 
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record of that department's ar- 
rests. 


MEG, however, does not operate 


in such an open manner. It has 
used in the past a variety of 
"front" businesses to cover up its 
operations. MEG's phone number 
is changed periodically to cover its 
operation. 


Now there's some argument that 


a police agency attempting to trace 
illicit drug activities in the suburbs 
must work as covertly as pos- 
sible. The pursuit of pushers is a 
delicate business that demands se- 
crecy. Too much is at stake in this 
pursuit to allow too much open- 
ness, MEG's defenders argue. 


We agree — but once the agency 


gets to the arrest level, the public 
should have the chance to scruti- 
nize its activities — and the public 
should have at least some minimal 
access to some representatives of 
the operation. 


One way of reining in this agency 


is that individual villages delegate 
police officers to serve on it, and lo- 
cal government could demand wider 
accountability to the public than 
MEG currently has. Another meth- 
od would be for the Illinois Law 
Enforcement Commission (ILEC), 
which supplies federal funding, to 
help open up the unit to public at- 
tention. 


Only if the general public has 


more access to MEG can we know 
that this unit is acting both- 
constitutinnally and 
effectively. 


That's the way the police should 
act in a democratic society.

'Voters want honesty9

W A S H I N G T O N - When Richard 


Scammon and Ben Wallenberg dis- 
covered "The Social Issue" four years 
ago. it induced Republican and Demo- 
cratic candidates alike to put on the 
sheriff's badge. 


In their book, "The Real Majority," 


Seammort, former census director, and 
Wallenberg, a former speechvvriter for 
President Johnson, announced that the 
big political issues of the 1970s would be 
control of crime, drug abuse and social 
disruption. 


They suggested that one important rea- 


son for Richard Nixon's 1968 presidential 
victory was that Democrats had let 
themselves be pictured as unconcerned 
about mugging, rape, pot-smoking and 
sexual revolution. 


The book had a galvanizing effect on 


the 1070 congressional campaigns. Some 
Republicans based entire campaigns on 
what came to be known as the-law-and- 
order issue, Democrats who had never 
felt it necessary before to speak on the 
subject went about declaring themselves 
to be just as tough on crime and drugs 
as anyone else. 


The climax of this was Adlai Steven- 


son's Senate campaign, when, in the 
words of one political observer, the pre- 
viously mild-mannered Illinois treasurer 
emerged "wearing the sheriff's badge" 
with a tough campaign line on law and 
order. 


The consensus about that election was 


that Democrats like Stevenson effective- 
ly neutralized the law and order theme. 
The 1970 results showed small GOP gains 
in the Senate, but losses in the House and 
In governorships. 


The Social Issue played only a secon- 


dary role in the 1972 campaigns. The 
presidenlial race dominated the year, 
and it seemed to have been decided by 
the question "Who do you trust?" Presi- 
dent Nixon was the voters' answer, by a 
landslide. 


Now the Democrats have Watergate, 


and many expect corruption to be the 
prime, perhaps only, issue in the 1974 
congressional campaigns. Such a theme 
is contrary to the advice of many polls- 
lers and of Democratic Party leaders, 
who caulion against a voter backlash 
against candidates who spend all their 
time knocking the opposition. 


If not Watergate, what? 
John G, Stewart, former commu- 


nications director of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, has come up with a 
new byword for the 1974 campaign — 
"The Governing Issuo." In a new book, 
"One Last Chance," Stewart says the 
Democrats must focus on two positive 
goals to rebuild their party to a long- 
term majority status: 


"First, to restore the popular belief 


that government — especially the federal

government — can function competently 
and fairly; second, to convince people 
that government cares -about what hap- 
pens to average citizens." 


There is some irony in the fact that 


with the exception of attempting to re- 
furbish the image of the federal sector of 
government, the Stewart prescription for 
Democratic candidates and policymakers 


is much the same as the Nixon campaign 
themes of 1972 and 1968. 


Republicans traditionally have been 


campaigners against big, wasteful gov- 
ernment — especially in Washington — 
and usually take the line that they are 
the ones who can run government ef- 
ficiently. And tine GOP has also cast it- 
self as the champion of the citizen who 
wants to run his own life and has been 
promised government that will help, 
rather than regulate, restrict and repress 
such efforts. 


To this extent, Stewart apparently is 


agreeing with many political analysts 
who believe the old lines of liberalism 
and conservatism drawn 40 years ago 
with the New Deal now are so fuzzy that 
they have little meaning to the voters. 


Instead, he seems to be saying the con- 


sumer movement has come to American 
politics and government — the people 
simply want to get their money's worth.

In this time of national trauma over 


Watergate, it's comforting to see that the 
American public, and some elements of 
the press, are capable of again coming 
up with a great non-issue. 


The non-issue is the language of the 


President, of the United States, or, more 
correctly, his deleted language. The "ex- 
pletives deleted" in Richard Nixon's tape 
transcripts are threatening to become 
the greatest non-issue of the year — sur- 
passing, even, streaking. 


Already, one publication — Rolling 


Stone, the music and youth-oriented 
magazine — is offering a free weekend 
in the Watergate Hotel for the person 
who can fill in the gaps in the most col- 
orful fashion. 


Not only is it good fun to think up the 


foulest kind of language to fill Che gaps 
— even if we profess horror at Nixon's 
choice of words — but there are in- 
triguing side issues that the expletives 
create. One can spend hours debating 
whether it would not have been wiser 
for the President to include all of those 
deleted phrases. Might be less voyeuris- 
tic, it is argued. 


Even the sedate New York Times got 


onto the obscenity story recently, when it 
disclosed that such epithets and "Jew 
boy" and "wop" are among the charac- 
terizations deleted in the clean tran- 
scripts. It is all faintly reminiscent of 
Spiro Agnew's use of the character- 
ization "fat jap" several years back. 


Our preoccupation with all of this non- 


issue is so typical of 'the American politi- 


cal and social process — and it would be 
so typical of the worst in American cul- 
ture if we allow profanity to become an 
issue in settling the political fate of Rich- 
ard M. Nixon. 


Our problem began when we elevated 


the Presidency to a lofty, isolated pin- 
nacle. Nixon's use of the majesty of the 
office is little more than following the 
pattern created by Ms predecessors. In 
some ways we are now electing a king 
every four years, a king whose powers 
extend far beyond the grasp of the com- 
mon man. 


But Nixon—and Lyndon Johnson and 


Dwight Eisenhower and the rest—are 
men who sweat and belch as we do. Yet, 
when we see them with human strengths 
and frailities revealed, we are shocked 
and dismayed. 


We extend to President Nixon, as we 


cluck about his gusty language, the kind 
of hypocrisy which becomes easily upset 
about the choice of words but is reluctant 
to become angered at deeds. 


Foul language from the President is 


unacceptable, we moralize. Yet we react 
so slowly to the long record of Water- 
gate-related errors which have tarred 
this reginme as one of the shoddiest in 


American history. We are offended by 
words, but we are not bothered by facts. 


In this judgment of Nixon, we are only 


reacting as we often do on a day-to-day 
basis. We react to the words or to the 
skin color of our neighbor, not to his sub- 
stance — whether that neighbor lives 
next door or in the White House. 


What is needed, in this now-popular de- 


bate over four-letter words, is a little un- 
derstanding about just how foul-mouthed 
each of us can be — and how little a 
four-letter word means in the broader 
scheme of events. Profanity, in the case 
of Richard Nixon, is an irrelevant issue 
— and it should remain so as we judge 
the man and his administration.

The availability of gasoline In Cook 


County, Downstate Illinois and northern 
Indiana remains good, according to the 
Chicago Motor Club's weekly Fuel Gauge 
Report. 


The report indicates that minor price 


fluctuations took place in Cook County 
and downstate Illinois following last 
week's price increase of 1 to 2 cents, but 
the average price of gasoline in northern 
Indiana rose a penny. 


The Motor Club report showed that a 


gallon of regular gasoline averaged 58 3 
cents in Cook County while the premium 
price average was 62.1 cents. This com- 


pares with prices of 59.1 cents and 62.0 
cents last week. 


In downstate Illinois the average price 


of regular this week was shown to be 58.1 
cents while the average premium price 
was 62 5 cents per gallon. Last week fhe 
prices were S8.2 cents and G2.3 cents re- 
spectively. 


Northern Indiana gasoline prices re- 


flected the only major increase with the 
average price for regular increasing 
from 54 9 cents last week to 55.9 cents 
this week. Premium gasoline rose from 
an average price of 59.6 cents last week 
to 60.4 cents this week. This is the first

Economic habilitation 


The egg and Little City 


by ELEANOR RIVES 


The long, narrow aluminum building 


stretches back from Algonquin Road. A 
modest sip, an unmistakable farm odor, 
a cacophony of clucking and cackling 
Identify this as the egg workshop of 
Little City. 


In the turquoise-painted front portion 


of the structure, a handful of young 
people banter back and forth as they as- 
semble nuts and bolts during the hours 
they are not performing tasks relating to 
the egg operation, 


Occasionally a car stops and Karen, a 


Little City resident, waits on a customer, 
counts the money, gives change and 
keeps her egg sales records up to date. 
Eggs here are large, flawless and very 
fresh — usually "same day" fresh, And 
the price more often than not is lower — 
never higher — than the 'local super- 
market. 


AT CERTAIN time intervals, Hayden 


Simon, egg workshop supervisor, "pays" 
his workers with various color tokens 
which may be converted into "gold" to- 
kens which may then be used to pur- 
chase items In Little City's general store. 
Reward is based on performance and be- 
havior, measured not by comparison 
with other students but according to the 
capabilities of each individual. 


This is behavior modification, the nil- 


tag philosophy of Little City, a 56-acre 
training, treatment, research and habili- 


tation center for the mentally handi- 
capped and the emotionally disturbed. 
Its 150 residents, age 6 to 46 and living in 
seven cottages, are classified by levels, 
from borderline-retarded at Level 1 to 
severely retarded at Level 5. Motivated 
by an incentive program, students who 
prove their capabilities at one level are 
promoted to the next. 


GOOD BEHAVIOR and adequate per- 


formance are encouraged and constantly 
reinforced with a reward system — re- 
wards such as food or candy, special 
privileges, tokens convertible into goods 
at the general store, or, at the highest 
level of achievement, a paycheck, nego- 
tiable at the Little City bank. A more 
intangible, but very effective, reward is 
in the form of praise and love. 


"Our programs are based on not meet- 


ing aggression with aggression," said 
Mrs. Norine Da vies, administrative coor- 
dinator. 


The egg workshop has been in oper- 


ation seven days a week, 12 months a 
year, for the past seven years. Wire 
cages, enough to accommodate 2,000 
hens, stretch in long rows. The cages are 
filled each September, but during the en- 
suing year about 300 hens are lost. 


PRESENTLY THERE are about 1,000 


hens in the egg workshop, producing 
around 600 eggs a day. Of approximately 
4,200 eggs produced in a week, 2,040 go 
directly to Little City's kitchen; the rest 
are sold to the public. 


To be of most therapeutic value to stu- 
dents, the egg workshop is purposely 
lacking in automation or sophisticated 
machinery. Fourteen students and a su- 
pervisor are involved in its operation. 
Students are responsible for feeding the 
chickens twice a day and for culling out 
any unhealthy ones. 


They collect eggs (which have rolled 


forward to a wire rim); wash them; dry 
them; and give them to the candler, a 
student who checks them for flaws, then 
grades and packages them. .The sales 
transactions and records are also ban- 
died by a student. One of the less pleas- 
ant jobs, but one which must be done 
periodically, is shoveling the chicken 
manure to an augur to be carried away. 


FIVE MILLION children in America 


today are innocent victims of mental re- 
tardation. Little City, situated at the 
junction of Route 62 (Algonquin Road) 
and Roselle Road, Palatine, is dedicated 
to the personal, social and economic de- 
velopment of the mentally handicapped. 
The egg workshop is part of its economic 
habilitation program. 


Young people may advance from the 


sheltered workshop to the egg workshop 
where multi-staged tasks involve not 
only individual responsibility but team 
effort as well, with a resulting increase 
of concentration and lengthening of at- 
tention span. 


When a student's capabilities are prov- 


en in the egg workshop, he may advance 


to vocational training. Simple office 
skills, food service work, housekeeping, 
home economics, the duties of a nurse's 
aide, interior and exterior maintenance 
work, auto maintenance — these are 
some of the learning programs available 
to those able to benefit from them. When 
a student graduates from one of these 
programs and is able to find employ- 
ment, particularly off-grounds employ- 
ment, there is great rejoicing among the 
staff. 


"THESE YOUNG people are such hard 


workers," said Mrs. Davies. "We encour- 
age 
stores, restaurants, short-order 


drive-ins, gas stations, motels, to consid- 
er them for employment." Any inter- 
ested employers may call Alfred Free- 
burg, director of vocational training at 
Little City, 358-5310, to discuss such a 
possibility. 


Mrs. Davies also stressed the need for 


volunteer help at Little City — in the 
sheltered workshop, the egg workshop, 
the office, the general store. Do you have 
a little time to spare? Give her a call. 


And of course the public can support 


the egg workshop program by stopping 
to purchase eggs — between 9:30 a.m. 
and noon on Monday and Friday; from 
9:30 a.m. to 3:45 p.m. the other five days 
of the week, except for the noon to 1:30 
lunch hour. 


A cash contribution to buy chickens is 


also welcome, as is money for grain. It 
all helps — even if it's just chicken feed. 


RECORD-KEEPING is part of Jack's 
job in the egg workshop, a learning 
area to which students advance from 


the sheltered workshop. Little City's 
goal is personal, social and economic 
development for each resident.

on their marriage that they are quite 
willing to talk about. It is one that is 
simply dental. 


Her. case is that she has rotten teeth, 


generally speaking. She has spent so 
much time in the dentist's' chair that, 
during her last siege of repairs, she told 
her dentist that if he didn't hurry and 
finish the job pretty soon, it would be 
time for her six month check-up. 


Now, his position is one of having teeth 


impervious to the stresses of contempo- 
rary living, and he goes once in a while 
to the dentist just to have them cleaned. 


These friends accepted and even laugh- 


,ted about their differences until recently 
when, at a party, everyone got talking 
about orthodontics. 


"WHY, LOOK AT your husband!" a 


woman, not too popular with my friend, 
gushed. "He has a perfect bite!" Then 
the woman encouraged him to show off 
his well-aligned choppers, which he did 
proudly.

Rape study committee asks public response to survey 
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A Rape Study Committee set up by the Illinois House of Representatives has 


Issued a questionnaire to be filled out by anyone who has been a victim of rape 
or who has knowledge of such an attack. 


The committee, which has been holding public hearings throughout the state, 


will use the information it gathers to recommend changes in existing laws on 
sexual assault. 


Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokie, chairman of the committee, said in a statement 


accompanying the questionnaire that public response to the survey "could provide 
us with invaluable assistance in determining our recommendations to the General 
Assembly." 


Jaffe said the committee is "vitally concerned," not only with the low rape 


conviction rate, but also with the low rate of reporting sexual attacks to the police 
by the victim." 


Although Jaffe could not be reached for further comment before publication, 


another committee member, Rep. Adeline Geo-Karis, R-Zion, disclosed some 
potential recommendations the committee has discussed. These include: 


• Setting a higher bond for alleged rapists. 
• Instituting preliminary court hearings in alleged rape cases in place of 


grand jury hearings. Rep. Geo-Karis explained that a grand jury hears only 
one side — the prosecution; a court hearing would bring out both sides. 


• Allowing the background of a defendant, including any previous arrests, to 


be brought out in court. This can't be done now. 


• Increasing the minimum penalty for conviction, or instituting gradations in 


pwalitlM. 


• Providing for closed courtrooms during rape hearings. 
• Requiring a convicted rapist to be okayed by a panel of psychiatrists be- 


fore he is allowed to leave the jurisdiction after his release. This proposal, 
Rep. Geo-Karis said, was drawn up by a student body in her district. 


Rep. Geo-Karis, who is the only woman on the 8-member committee and is its 


secretary, said there is "no doubt in our minds that something has to be done." 
Asked why there aren't more women on the committee, she said she didn't know, 
but added, "I don't think the women need worry about that. I am a lawyer and I 
have tried and prosecuted rape cases." 


But, she conceded that "some of the men on the committee take the attitude 


that maybe we're making too much of an emotional pitch" with regard to the 
rape problem. "It will remain to be seen what kind of legislation can be passed," 
she said. 


Other members of the committee include Rep. Peter P. Peters, R-Chicago, vice- 


chairman; Rep. Eugene M, Barnes, D-Chicago; Rep. Robert H. Holloway, R-Chicago; 
Rep. Roger P. McAuliffe, R-Chicago; Rep. J. Glenn Schneider, D-Naperville; Rep. 
Harold Washington, D-Chicago.

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Woodf ield hikes Schaumburg slice of revenue-sharing pie 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


For the last two years the Village of Schaumburg has re- 


ceived the lowest per-capita share of federal revenue sharing 
among the Northwest suburbs. 


But during the new fiscal year beginning July 1, the village 


will rank second from the top among the 10 Northwest subur- 
ban towns. 


The reason for Schaumburg's good fortune is the inclusion 


of state sales tax rebates from Woodfield Shopping Center 
stores in the revenue-sharing allocation formula. 


Schaumburg had received $174,669 from the federal govern- 


ment since revenue-sharing distributions began in 1972. For 
fiscal 1975, however, the village will receive $407,386. 


INCLUDED IN the federal money the village will receive 


during the coming year is a $69,960 adjustment for under- 
payment to the village last year. 


But even when the underpayment is added to the 1973 


receipts and deducted from the money the village is allocated 
for fiscal 1975, the per-capita receipts still climb from annual 
receipts of $3.78 per person to $10.43 per person. 


Allen Shepard, of the Federal Revenue Sharing Office in 


Washington, D.C., explains that a hike in sales tax receipts of 
from $646,930 during fiscal 1972 to $1,980,978 during fiscal 1973 


is what swung the revenue-sharing formula in Schaumburg's 
favor. "They opened a new shopping center," Shepard ex- 
plained. 


State sales tax rebates of 1 per cent of all sales are re- 


turned to the village for local use. The federal government 
includes those rebates in calculating "local tax effort," one 
part of the complicated allocation formula for revenue-shar- 
ing funds. 


BEFORE THE federal government announced the adjust- 


ment in Schaumburg's 1973 allocation, the village had re- 
ceived only $5.40 per person for a two-year period. 


Other communities in the Northwest suburbs had receipts 


as high as $27.54 per person (Elk Grove Village) and $23.49 
per person (Rolling Meadows) for the same two years. 


During the new fiscal year most other Northwest suburban 


municipal governments will receive revenue sharing at ap- 
proximately the same rates as they did during the first two 
years, Schaumburg's rate will nearly triple. 


ONLY ONE other local suburb, Elk Grove ViDage, will 


have a higher per-capita receipt than Schaumburg for fiscal 
1975415.58 per person as compared to $10.43 per person for 
Schaumburg. 


Elk Grove Village, however, has a high municipal tax levy 


for its size while Schaumburg levies no municipal tax. The 
levy figure is another factor in the revenue-sharing dis- 
tribution formula. 


Woodfield sales tax rebates now more than compensate for 


the municipal real estate tax levies in other nearby suburbs 
in computing the revenue-sharing formula. 


Schaumburg village administrator John Coste, who earlier 


had objected to the low Schaumbug receipts, pointed out that 
if the federal government would use special census population 
figures in its allocation formula, Schaumburg would receive 
even more revenue-sharing money. The village has almost 
doubled its population since the 1970 census while other 
Northwest suburban communities are growing at somewhat 
slower rates. 


THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT will not use special cen- 


sus figures in the formula, however, unless every community 
in Cook County finances a special census. 


Coste said last week he would seek village board approval 


to spend Schaumburg's new federal windfall on a proposed 
new police complex and a new pumper for the fire depart- 
ment.

Prospect's Trudi Rebsamen sets national record 


The girls didn't settle for a second-rate 


production. 


They went first class all the way. 
It was spectacular. 
That's the only way to describe the 


record-smashing second annual Illinois 
High School Association Girls State 
Track and Field meet Friday and Satur- 
day in Charleston. 


With Herald area competitors doing 


their part and joining in the fun, headed 
by the sensational Trudi Rebsamen of 
Prospect High School, the Illinois girls 
smashed four national marks and five 
state records on the Lincoln Field layout 
at Eastern Illinois University. 


lillopolls won the team title with IT 


points, four ahead of Springfield South- 
east and Maine South, but the individual 
performances took the spotlight over two 
days when even rain couldn't slow down 
the girls. 


Herald area entries brought home 26 


points and four titles, and it was the daz- 
zling Miss Rebsamen of Prospect who 


stole the show in giving her team a tie 
for fourth with 10 points. 


Trudi, a 16-year-old junior who was a 


double winner in the 1973 state finals, re- 
peated Saturday in the 220 and 440 yard 
dashes, but it was her quarter-mile effort 
that created the biggest splash. 


The flying Knight, who won the 440 in 


58.4 at the district qualifying at Rolling 
Meadows, under her 1973 state record of 
58.5, dashed around the Lincoln Field 
layout Saturday in a brilliant 56.5. She 
qualified Friday in 57'2. 


Not only did she win the event by over 


two seconds (Maine Smith's Elizabeth 
Boesen was second in 58.9), but she took 
six-tenths of a second off the national 
girls record set in 1973 by Snsnn Latter 
of Clarkston, Mich. Trndi's time is even 
more remarkable in that she wasn't 
pushed. 


The 16-vear-old admitted she was going 


for the record but wasn't sure if she had 
run fast enough. "My ultimate goal is to 
run in the Olympics," she said, "and I 


would like to be the first woman to break 
50 seconds in the 440." 


Trudi was a double winner for the sec- 


ond straight year, adding a 25.3 victory 
in the 220 yard dash which was three- 
tenths of a second over her 1973 effort 
but two-tenths better than her district 
qualifying time. She had set a record of 
24,5 in the Friday qualifying. 


Mary Ann Johnson of Conant, who was 


third in the shot put in 1973 and who has 
bettered the existing state record each 
time she has competed, got off a throw 
of 42 feet 11% inches in Charleston. That 
smashed the mark of 38-9% set by 
Jeanne Knight of Centralia last spring. 


Melody Miller of Maine East gave the 


area its other first with a state record of 
2:14.9 in the 880 yard run, smashing the 
mark of 2:16.3 set by a Lincoln-Way run- 
ner in the Friday qualitylng. Melody is a 
15-year-old sophomore who won the 880 
in 2:23.1 In 1973. 


The Maine Bast standout, a double 


winner last year, couldn't repeat in the 
mile although she knocked 10 seconds off 


her 1973 time. Melody finished second in 
5:13,8 while the winner Lisa Hamity of 
Oak Park ran a national record of 5:04.5. 


The area also featured points from 


Laura Buddenbaum'of Hoffman Estates, 
who was such a senation in the quali- 
fying at Conant. Laura was fourth in the 
110 low hurdles in 15.7, five-tenths of a 
second behind Debbie Kilhoffer of Illiop- 
oiis. Debbie set a national mark of 15.2. 


The other national mark in Charleston 


was 4:07.2 by Maine South in the mile 
relay. 


Deborah Moses of Harrison set a state 


record of 10.8 in the 80 yard low hurdles 
after winning the 50 in 6.2. 


Other winners at the 1974 state finals 


were Illiopolis in the 440 .yard pursuit 
(record 50.1), Jerri Ann Miller of Men- 
don (Unity) in the discus (114-0), Illiop- 
olis in the 880 yard pursuit (record 
1:46.1), Kim Schofield of Springfield 
Southeast in the 100 yard dash (11.1) and 
long jump (18-7%), and Andre Olson of 
Sycamore in the high jump (5-5).

Arlington nearly had the title locked up 


in the trophy case on Friday. Only 
Fremd had a mathematical shot, but 
that possibility quickly was eliminated in 
the semifinals when all the Vikings were 
defeated. 


M o v i n g methodically through the 


semis, the Cardinals captured four of the 
five individual championships. Jon Pac- 
zkowski and Paul Wei won first and sec- 
ond singles, respectively. Taking the first 
doubles crown was the team of Craig 
VanGorp and John Yeazel. Second 
doubles champs were Roger Lockwood 
and Luke Weeg. 


Becoming the first non-Arlington play- 


er to win a title in the last couple of 
years was Tom Wegner, Prospect's con- 
sistent third singles player. Knight coach 
Jim Wright was elated with the play of 


his fine junior. 


Tom Pitchford, Arlington's head man, 


was just as proud of his champions, es- 
pecially his senior star — Paczkowski. 
"It was one of his best showings," said 
Pitchford of Jon's title match. 


Paczkowski, who won the Arlington 


District singles title the week before, met 
Buddy Edmonson of Conant, winner of 
the Maine West District. Arlington's ace 
won 6-2, 6-0. His sharp overall play drew 
ooooh's and ahhh's from the spectators. 


This three-time MSL champion ad- 


vanced to the finals with wins over 
Schaumburg's Gary Wright (6-2, 6-3) and 
Prospect's Tom Frederick (6-1, 6-4). Ed- 
mondson had defeated Rolling Meadows' 
Chuck Fischer (6-0, 6-0) and Forest 
View's Greg Meyer (6-3, 6-3). 


Wei, — like all the Cardinal champs — 


went through the MSL dual meet season 
with a perfect record.

Jenkins finds himself 
again— but with help 


by IRA BERKOW 


NEW YORK — Ferguson Jenkins re- 


members walking through the campus of 
the University of Illinois at Chicago,last 
July for his first visit to a psychiatrist. 


He remembers being embarrassed at 


the many people who recognized him and 
greeted him with "HI, Fergle," "Keep in 
there, Fergle, it'll come back," However, 
they did not know why he was on 
campus. And when Jenkins entered the 
building of the psychiatrist, he remem- 
bers thinking, "What am I doing here, 
anyway? I'm not off my rocker." 


He was, though, drastically off his 


game. Jenkins, softeyed and strapping, 
was then a pitcher with the Chicago 
Cubs. In each of the six seasons prior to 
1973, he bad won 20 games and had been 
the winnlngest pitcher in the major 
leagues. By July of last season, he had 
become a one-man disaster area- 


Ills record by the All-Star break was 


eight wins, nine losses. Worse, he had 
given up the huge total of 25 homers. The 
man who was consistently one of the 
league leaders la complete games was 
now getting the hook by the seventh In- 
ning. "Now, 1 started looking over my 
shoulder to the bullpen in late innings. 1 
never did before," be said. 


He was 29 years old, an age when most 


athletes reach their prime. Jenkins was 
stunned. His arm was phsyically fine, yet 
he could not keep the ball low, where 
batters would ground it. He was throwing 
pitches waist-high. "And I was getting 
bombed," he recalls. 


At one point, Jenkins became so dis- 


gruntled at being taken out of a game 
that he took bats from the Cub rack and 
flung them on the field. A quirky thing to 
do, particularly for so even-tempered a 
man as Jenkins. "After that," Jenkins 
recalls now with a smile, "they began 
calling me 'Batman' in the papers." 


Cub management believed that Jen- 


kins' problem might be in his head. They 
had found that psychoanalysis bad heped 
other players. Jenkins agreed to try, de- 
spite the unmanly stigma that psychiatry 
still evokes in many circles, particularly 
athletics. 


"1 saw the doctor about eight or ten 


times," »ald Jenkins- "He Is a couch 
analyst, but 1 sat In a leather chair. We 
went back Into my life, and talked. 


"It seems I could talk to 'him about 


things that I couldn't talk to anyone else 
'about, including my wife. And the con- 
elusion of it was that a number of things 
had piled up over a period of years and 
they seemed to come crashing down on 
me all at one time." 


Ferguson 
Jenkins 


To begin with, Jenkins was being 


booed. This mightily disturbed him, and 
also embarrassed him in front of his wife 
and two daughters, then age 3 and 2. 
" P e o p l e were calling their father 
•burnb,'" said Jenkins. "So I stopped 
taking them to games. 


"The fans were really nasty. I'd go to 


my car after a game and they'd be bang- 
ing on thereof as I drove off." 


The Cubs, with all their power hitters, 


often seemed to have off days when Jen- 
kins was on the mound. To be sure, since 
he was the Cub ace he often was opposed 
by the other team's star pitcher. Never- 
theless, Jenkins is tied for the major 
league record of having lost most 1-0 
games in a season (five in 1968) and 'has 
lost 62 one-run games In his nine-year 
big-league career. 


At one point a couple of seasons ago, 


Jenkins said to his then roommate Ernie 
Banks, "The guys don't want to hit for 
me." 


Off the field, Jenkins says, there were 


other problems. His mother died in 1970, 
after suffering with cancer for several 
years. He says now that he misses her, 
and realized from talks with the psy- 
chiatrist that he felt guilty he had not in 
fact been closer to his mother' 


"I'was an only child," said Jenkins. 


"My father was a chef in the Merchant 
Marine and so was gone a lot from out1 
home in Chatham, Canada. So my moth- 
er and I were alone a lot, of course. I left 
home at eighteen to play ball. In later 
years I suppose I had guilt feelings for 
leaving her alone, and also for not spend- 
ing more time with 'her when she was 
dying. I felt guilt at what I unconsciously 
thought was my selfishness. 


"I was also feeling: shock from seeing 


my. father break down the way he did 
when my mother died. 


"I was also feeling sorry for myself in 


relation to my family. My wife and I had 
always talked about wanting a boy. Then

my wife had four miscarriages. We 
adopted a girl because we wanted chil- 
dren but we continued to hope for a boy 
of our own. I think I was feeling resent- 
ful for her for denying me a boy, in a 
way.

strumental in keeping the Rangers, pre- 
viously one of baseball's worst teams, in 
contention. 


Jenkins says he feels great, loves the 


Rangers, is wild about Texas. He has not 
been in contact with the psychiatrist. 
"But when I get to Chicago to play the 
White Sox," said Jenkins. "I'll call him 
up to say hello, to thank him — and to 
see how he is feeling."

HOLLYWOOD - MCA Inc., which be- 


gan as a one-man operation in Chicago 
and grew to become the most influential 
entertainment giant in history, celebrates 
its 50th anniversary this month. 


Dr. Jules Stein, the man who started it 


all, is more remarkable than anything 
else about MCA which is parent to Uni- 
versal Pictures, Universal Television, 
the tours, records and a dozen other en- 
terprises. 


Sitting behind an antique desk atop the 


Universal tower, Dr. Stein was bright- 
eyed and as crisply alert as any man 
half his age He is 78 and still the guiding 
light of the MCA empire. 


"The 
difference between me and the 


old movie moguls is an education," he 
said. 


A GRADUATE of Rush Medical Col- 


lege and a practicing opthalmologist, Dr. 
Stein founded MCA in 1924 to book bands 
in various cities in the Midwest It 
wasn't long before his interest in show

and enormous profits out- 


weighed his love of medicine 


"When I was in med school I worked 


as a musician playing the sax and vio- 
lin," he recalled "So I knew the resorts 
needed music in the summer and I 
thought up the idea of moving bands 
from one place to another. Naturally, I 
got a percentage of their contracts. It 
was the beginning of one-nighters." 


Within 15 years Dr, Stein had more 


than 600 bands under contract touring 
the country or playing in hotels But he 
had seen the fading of the old brass band 
era of John Philip Sousa and he began to 
diversify, 


Dr Stein's career is marked by dedica- 


tion to reaching the top in every field 
MCA has entered. 


HIS COMPANY began booking stage 


acts, nightclub and hotel singers, come- 
dians and all the rest The next cycle 
was acting as agent for recording artists. 
Then radio. 


He hired a young genius named Lew 


Wasserman in 1936 and MCA became the 
biggest, richest and most effective talent 
agency in the world 


In 1936 Dr Stein opened offices in Be- 


verly Hills to crack the movie business 
Two of his first big clients were Bette 
Davis and Erroll Flynn Eventually most 
of the big stars were handled by MCA. 


EARLY IN the 1950s Dr. Stein explored 


television — but with a change In addi- 
tin to acting as agent for writers, direc- 


tors and stars, MCA became the top pro- 
ducer of television shows. 


"Then the government made us choose 


between being agents and producers," 
Dr Stem said with a grin. "We bought 
Universal Studios and went full tune into 
production of film and television shows." 


Universal was a lightweight studio 


when MCA bought it Last year Univer- 
sal Pictures outgrossed all of them at the 
boxoffice with "The Sting," — "Ameri- 
can Grafitti," "Jesus Christ Superstar" 
and "Day of the Jackal" among others. 


HIS STUDIO now produces more tele- 


vision senes than any other production 
company — studio or independent The 
studio tour is a whopping success as are 
other MCA operations And the biggest of 
all may be MCA Disco-Vision, movies for 
home television. 


"We're never satisfied until we're at 


the top of everything we do," said Dr. 
Stein from the loftiest desk in Hollywood.

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Didn't interfere in school matters: Gill 
School superintendent says 
Stavros 'helped' in village 


by RICH HONACK 


School Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill sent 


a letter Friday to U.S. District Court 
Judge Hubert Will stating that James 
Stavros never interfered in school mat- 
ters, and did, in fact, help in several 
community affairs. 


For several hours Friday morning, Gill 


met with Herald reporters to discuss the 
letter, which he wrote at the request of 
Stavros' brother, August. Gill said he 
wrote the letter "as a matter of prin- 
ciple." 


James Stavros pleaded guilty to feder- 


al charges of extorting $92,000 from three 
Wheeling developers and filing a false 
1972 income tax return. In pleading guil- 
ty, Stavros also admitted to having 
enough control over village operations to 
prevent construction of the three projects 
if he opposed them. 


Gilt told The Herald he wrote the letter 


to Judge Will to use for consideration at 
the time of Stavros' sentencing or parole. 
Stavros is expected to be sentenced June 
4 and could get a maximum of 63 years 
In prison and fines totaling $35,000. 


ACCORDING TO Gill, there was an un- 


derstanding between him and Stavros 
during Gill's 15 years as school superin- 
tendent. "It started when I first became 
superintendent and a precinct worker

"Dear Judge Will: 


"This leter concerns James Stavros, 


who will soon come before you for sen- 
tencing. I would in na way condone any 
wrong-doing that is Involved in his case. 
In fact I am totally distressed by the sit- 
uation that has arisen in our community 
and am pleased that the judicial process 
is proceeding to bring it all to a con- 
clusion. However, I do feel that at such a 
tragic time as this public opinion often 
has a tendency to concentrate only on the 
negative aspects of a person and that 
any positive factors in this person's life 
might never be presented to you. I be- 
lieve deeply that every man has the right 
of having all aspects of him made known 
when he stands in judgment. 


"In my 15 years as superintendent, Mr. 


Stavros was a staunch supporter of the 
school district. I have also during this

"However, the one most important 


point that persuades me to write this let- 
ter is the fact that when he was active 
politically, he always kept his promise 
to keep politics away from the school dis- 
trict.

"I am taking the unusual step of writ- 


ing this letter only as an attempt to give 
a sketchy picture of the positive side of 
Mr. Stavros. I hope you will find it help- 
ful in your deliberations."

Youth, 17, arrested 
after hih school blast 


A 17-year-old Buffalo Grove youth was 


charged with criminal damage to proper- 
ty Friday, after he allegedly set off an 
explosive device in a Buffalo Grove High 
School locker.

Cash gift by developer still at issue 


Buffalo Grove park officials and Albert 


Frank Associates have resolved some of 
their differences on Kilmer Park, but the 
developer still has not released a $10,000 
donation to the park district. 


The developer in 1971 agreed to donate 


$25,000 to the park district, but has with- 
held the final $10,000 installment because 
of dissatisfaction with work at the Kil- 
mer Park site, adjacent to its Oak Creek 
housing development. 


The village board two weeks ago re- 


fused to give the builder final approval 
of the second phase of the project until it 
pays the park district the final in- 
stallment. The project is on tonight's vil- 
lage board agenda, but it does not ap- 
pear likely the board will approve it un- 
less the donation is made prior to the 
meeting. 


KENNETH RODECK, of the Frank 


firm, said that improvements to the Kil- 
mer site do not comply with an agree- 
ment between his company and the park 
district. He said the park district is sup- 
posed to plant 26 more trees, improve 
the hockey rink and correct a drainage 
problem in one area of the park. 


Park director Stan Crosland said Fri- 


day the park district has corrected the 
drainage problem and has agreed to sod 
the hockey rink when weather permits. 
The two sides, however, still are in dis- 
agreement over the number of trees to 
be planted on the site. 


Rodeck claims the park district, in a 


plan submitted to his firm agreed to 
plant more trees than are there at the 
present time. 


Crosland, however, said what was pre- 


sented to the firm was an "artist's con- 
ception" and was not intended to show 
a specific number of trees. "We have ful- 
filled any agreement for landscaping 
above and beyond what was required," 
he said. 


The park board, Crosland said, plans 


to send a letter next week to Albert 
Frank, owner of the firm, asking for the 
release of the final $10,000. 


RODECK HAS SAID Frank favors put- 


ting the final installment in an escrow 


account until the park district improves 
the site to his satisfaction. If the firm 
wants final approval of its project, how- 
ever, it probably will have to comply 
with the park districts request. 


Park officials have said the park dis- 


trict has spent about $62,000 on the Kil- 
mer site and needs the rest of the dona- 
tion for improvements to other parks in 
the village. Comr. Joseph Settanni told 
Rodeck recently it is the park districts 
function, not the developers, to deter- 
mine where funds are spent. 


Rodeck, however, said his firm wants 


to assure that park facilities near its de- 
velopment are adequate for residents.

Sentencing of former 
trustee Valenza delayed

The sentencing of former Wheeling 


Trustee Michael Valenza was continued 
until Friday when the U. S. District 
Court expects to have more information 
on the resolution of charges against Va- 
lenza's codefendant, Building Director 
William Bieber. 


Valenza pleaded guilty Feb. 28 to con- 


spiring with Bieber to extort $1,700 worth 
of furniture from Wlckes Inc. Bieber is 
scheduled to begin trial today on charges 
of conspiracy, extortion and perjury in 
that case. 


Assistant U. S, Atty. Steven Kadison, 


however, told U. S. District Judge Ber- 
nard Decker that he does not expect the 
Bieber case to come to trial. Kadison 
said he has spoken with Bieber's attor- 
ney, David Schippers, about the pending 
trial. 


"He has informed me that he does not 


expect the case to go to trial," Kadison 
said. 


NEITHER SCHIPPERS nor Bieber 


was available to comment on whether 
they are in the process of plea bargain- 
ing with the U. S. Attorney's Office. 


Judge Decker said he preferred to 


handle all sentencing in the case at the 
same time. He said often some informa- 
tion presented at one sentencing differs 
from that presented at a econd se 
from that presented at a second sentenc- 
ing in the same case. 


Kadison said that if an agreement is 


reached between Bieber and the U. S. 
Attorney's Office, he expects a request 
that "all of Mr. Bieber's indictments be 
transferred to Judge (Abraham Lincoln) 
Marovitz for disposition." 


Bieber is facing extortion, conspiracy, 


perjury and tax evasion charges in three 
other cases now pending trial. He and 
Valenza were among six former and pre- 
sent Wheeling and Cook County officials 
indicted Jan. 31 after a federal grand 
jury investigation into shakedowns of 
Wheeling developers. 


JAMES STAVROS, former Wheeling 


Township Democratic committeeman, 
has also pleaded guilty in the case. 
Stavros admitted to extorting $92,000 
from three Wheeling developers and fil- 
ing a false 1972 income tax return. In 
exchange for the guilty plea, the U. S. 
Attorney's Office agreed to drop eight 
other charges against Stavros. 


Judge Decker said he also wanted to 


continue Valeria's sentencing since he 
has not bad time to study a report pre- 


pared by the former trustee's probation 
officer. 


"I have read it, but I haven't really 


studied it to the oint where I want to 
make a decision," the judge said. "That 
is another reason why I want to continue 
it." 


Valenza faces a maximum of 20 years 


imprisonment and a $10,000 fine. The U. 
S. Attorney's Office said it will make 
known the extent of Valeria's coopera- 
tion with the government at the time of 
sentencing. 


Jason Bellows, Valenza's attorney, said 


he will argue for a light sentence be- 
cause of his client's cooperation with the 
government. While Bellows would not 
elaborate on the nature of Valenza's co- 
operation, he said his client agreed to do 
"whatever the government desires" 
when he pleaded guilty. 


The 'government dropped a second 


charge of extortion against Valenza 
when the former trustee pleaded guilty 
on the conspiracy charge. 


lage does not have the right to condemn 
property outside its corporate limits and 
therefore, would have to pay the "sell- 
er's price." The village also would have 
to pay property taxes on land outside its 
boundaries. 


Larson has said a public works garage 


is badly needed because vehicles stored 
outside' deteriorate faster as well as 
being targets of vandalism.

The original estimate was 
$300,000 , but officials now say the ga- 
rage will cost considerably more because 
of increased consruction costs. Larson 
has proposed the village take out a loan 
and pay it back over a five-year period 
with federal revenue sharing funds. 


IT IS NOT KNOWN when final approv- 


al will be given, but some officials have 
said they hope construction of the facility 
will begin <this fall 


The site across from the municipal 


building is being given to the village by 
Harold Friedman in lieu of a $55,000 debt 
he has owed the village for several 
years. The site is estimated to be worth 
$96,000. 


Friedman agreed to give the village 


the property in exchange for a zoning 
change on property surrounding Buffalo 
Grove Golf Course. As part of that deal, 
the village also will be given the opportu- 
nity to buy the golf course to operate as 
a municipal facility.

Major crime reported 
on increase in Wheeling 


During the first three months of 1974, 


Wheeling was a slightly more sober town 
than it was in 1973. However, in the same 
period, Wheeling was a much more vio- 
lent, unsafe community. 


This is the uncheery portrait painted 


by the first quarter crime statistics 
recently released by the police depart- 
ment. These statistics show an increase 
in every major type of crime except for 
one less drunk and a decrease in grand 
larceny (which has been reclassified 
from more than $50 to more than $150, 
thus automatically causing the figure to 
drop). 


Through the first three months of 1974 


there also were no murders and rapes 
reported, although a rape was since com- 
mitted in April. 


AS REPORTED April 4 in The Herald, 


one of the areas of greatest increase was 
burglaries. The official statistics show 53 
burglaries through March 31, three more 
than police officials reported in April. 
(The monthly statistics are released at a 
delay of some five weeks generally.) 


With only 17 burglaries in the first 


quarter of 1973, this year's number rep- 
resents an increase of 212 per cent. 
Twenty-three of the burglaries occurred 
in March, but several of these were 
solved by arrests made early in April. 


Another area showing a large increase 


was thefts under $150 (although again, 
this can be attributed in part to Hie re- 
classification from last year's $50 limit). 
Total thefts (which show a more true 
comparison) were 125 in 1974 and 99 in 
1973. 


Disorderly conduct cases have more 


than doubled so far this year with 98 re- 
ported. There was an increase of two in 
aggravated assaults to a total of seven; 
two more sexual assaults for a total of 
four; 21 other assaults, an increase of 15; 
and five auto thefts, an increase of one. 


Four robberies were reported; com- 


pared with none in the first three months 
of last year. 


The number of automobile accidents 


reported also increased slightly from 198 
to 234.

By an overwhelming vote, Dist. 21 


teachers have approved their contract 
for the 1974-75 school year. 


In a meeting last Thursday night, the 


Wheeling Faculty Council voted to accept 
the contract worked out by negotiators 
and the school board last week by a mar- 
gin of 141 to 3. 


The contract is expected to be signed 


by the school board at its meeting Thurs- 
day night. 


The agreement calls for a 12.24 per 


cent increase in total monies allotted to 
salaries. This will give teachers a pay 
bike of between 8 and 14 per cent, de- 
pending on where they fit into the pay 
schedule worked out by the council. 


THE TOTAL AMOUNT that will be 


provided for teacher salaries by Dist. 21 
next year is $4.7 million. That includes a 
10 per cent increase in the annual salar- 
ies paid to teachers for supervising extra- 
curricular activities. 


The base pay for a beginning teacher 


in the district will be raised from $8,000 
to $9,000. At the top of the scale, the pay 
for teachers with a master's degree and 
30 years of experience will go up from 
$15,261 to $17,010. 


The unusually generous pay increase 


was negotiated in an effort to bring sala- 
ries more in line with those of surround- 
ing school districts. For the past several 
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years, local teachers have been among 
the lowest paid in the Northwest suburbs. 


Margo Richter, sixth-grade teacher at 


Stevenson School and chief negotiator, 
said Friday teachers are pleased with 
the contract. 


"Everyone thinks it's just great," she 


said. 


Salaries and extra duty pay were the 


only items negotiated in 1974-75 contract 
talks. The new pact expires June 30,

Des Plaines Police have reached a ten- 


tative agreement with the city on an 8.5 
per cent wage hike, while firefighters are 
waiting for a response from Des Plaines 
officials on an identical pay raise 
request.

lice Assn., said Friday that patrolmen, 
who were seeking a 12 to 13 per cent 
raise, agreed to 8.5 per cent wage hike. 
The issue will be brought before the city 
council Monday for ratification. 


Last year, city and police negotiating 


teams agreed to a contract calling for a 
5.5 per cent pay boost that raised aver- 
age patrolmen salaries to $1,122 monthly. 


Diehl said police and the city also 


agreed to a $50 clothing allowance, and 
won the addition of grandmother-in-law 
to funeral lists police are allowed to take 
time off to attend. 


Diehl also said a slight increase was 


agreed on for food allowances for police 
attending schools and eating meals 
there.

Perl said 27 streets are slated for re- 


paving work this summer. This process 
will lay a mat of asphalt over existing 
pavement to seal cracks and preserve 
the street. 


Other streets will be resurfaced. This 


year the city will make use of the Cutler 
repaying machine, which in addition to 
spreading a layer of new material, also 
reheats and smooths the asphalt already 
on the roadbed. 


PERL SAID the heating process binds 


the two layers of asphalt together mak- 
ing for a stronger seal on the street 
which should prevent cracking due to wa- 
ter seepage. 


The city also will use a "slurry seal" 


process on a number of streets in the 
city which do not have curbs and gutters. 
Perl said this process, which spreads a 
brown colored substance on the roadway, 
should prove to be a better means of 
maintaining unimproved streets. 


In addition to the repaying and resur- 


facing programs, the city will also per- 
form curb and gutter repair work and an 
extensive street lining program.

Mikva calls for new debates with Young 


Abner J. Mikva called for a series of 14 


"town hall" debates with U. S. Rep. 
Samuel H. Young, E-lOth, as part of 
their hotly contested campaign for Con- 


In calling for the debates, Mikva said 


"there are two elements especially criti- 
cal to complete public scrutiny of our 
candidacies: first open debates on the is- 
sue and second, dialogue between the 
candidates and the people." 


Mikva's request for the debates came 


during a press conference Friday. In a 
letter to Young, Mikva proposed a series 
of debates in every town in the district. 
He suggested the session could be held 
on Sunday afternoons from July 14 to 
Oct. 20. 


IN ADDITION TO listing a proposed 


timetable for the debates, Mikva sug- 
gested that Common Cause, a nonparti- 
san citizen lobbying organization, be 
asked to moderate the debates. 


While Young could not be reached for 


comment Friday, several of his aides in- 
dicated there would probably be debates 
during the campaign, but they were sure 
that the Sunday series would be accept- 
able to Young. ' 


Both candidates appeared in about 20 


debates during the 1972 campaign. Mikva 
said that about 15 of those appearances 
were debates between himself and 
Young. 


Young said recently that he expected 


there would be debates between himself 
and Mikva during the current campaign. 
The two candidates have already sched-1 
uled a joint television appearance next 
month. 


During his press conference, Mikva re- 


sponded to "dirty tricks" charges leveled 
by Young last week. He said that profes- 
sional public opinion polls taken for him 
by Peter Hart and Associates of Wash- 
ington indicate he is running about eight 
to 10 points ahead of Young. 


HE ADDED THAT the polls reveal 


about 20 to 25 per cent of the voters in 
the district have indicated they were un- 
decided. 


Mikva said the poll was one of two he 


has taken during the present campaign. 
The first, which was taken in October, 
showed him even with Young The latest 
poll, which showed him with a slight 
lead, was taken in February. 


However, Mikfa cautioned that the re- 


sults of a poll taken months before the 
election should not be interpreted as sure 
votes. 


In other comments, Mikva said he has 


budgeted about $150,000 for the 1974 cam- 
paign. Young has said he would set a 
spending ceiling of $100,000, but also said 
he might change that limit later. The two 
candidates combined spent more than 
$420,000 during the 1972 campaign. 


MIKVA REPEATED his call for Presi- 


dent Nixon's impeachment and added 
that if he was a member of the Senate he 
would probably vote to convict the Presi- 
dent. 


He said he interprets the constitutional 


impeachment phrase of "high crimes 
and misdemeanors" to include situ- 
ations when the president is incapable of 
leading the country. 


"The president has abused his office 


and its power for personal gain," Mikva 
said. 


The former congressman said he hoped 


the impeachment proceedings would be 
concluded as quickly as possible. He in- 
dicated that he does not plan to make his 
campaign a Watergate referendum.

Additional staffing and better equip- 


ment has allowed the Park Ridge hospi- 
tal to "Increase our services to better 
meet the needs of the hospital and com- 
munity," according to Michael Crum, di- 
rector of Speech Pathology and Audiolo- 
gy at the hospital. 


"The services we Offered before were 


nearly exclusively limited to adult 
patients with speech problems due to 
stroke or trauma," he said. 


WITH EXPANDED services, the hospi- 


tal will now offer a program for children 


and adults who stutter, as well as 
patients with voice disorders. The de- 
partment will also offer a diagnostic and 
counseling program for people with hear- 
ing disorders. 


Crum noted that while most major hos- 


pitals offer these services, Lutheran Gen- 
eral is the only Northwest suburban fa- 
cility with an extensive speech and hear- 
ing program. 


The children's speech program will op- 


erate in a variety of areas from the prop- 
er development of speech and language 
in preschoolers to corrective therapy for 
youngsters with stuttering voice prob- 
lems, 


Speech pathologist Barbara Tuckers 


said many parents are overanxious about 
their youngster's lack of fluency in 
speech. 


"It's normal for a child between 3 and 


6 to have some disfluency (hesitation in

SOME STUTTERING and disfluency 


problems occur because "pareots'get up- 
tight and focus in on normal non-fluen- 
cy," Mrs. Tucker said. 


"They make the child aware he's not 


talking right and make Mm anxious 
about talking," she said. "He stops think- 
ing of speech as something fun and 
starts thinking of it as something to be 
afraid of." 


Other speech problems stem from 


youngsters imitating their parents pat- 
tern of speech, according to Mrs. Tucker. 


"Some parents talk a mile a minute 


and then wonder why their kid is so 
tense and excited," she said. 


"Counseling of parents goes hand in 


hand with helping the child. Sometimes 
the things they think they're doing right 
are the things they shouldn't do at all," 
Mrs. Tucker said. 


The speech pathologist said the best 


thing parents can do is "to ignore" the 
stuttering. Instead, parents should model 
"slow relaxed speech and look at the 
child when they speak. 


"Some parents don't look at the kids 


when they talk — some kids stutter to 
get attention," she said. 


COUNSELING IS also provided for 


adult stutterers to help them understand 
their problems and learn to speak with 
less hesitancy. "Relaxation is definitely 
the key to modifying their speech," she 
said. "It's not an easy thing to do in this 
society but you have to be relaxed in 
both mind and body." 


The expanded hearing program will 


also include counseling and remediation 
services in addition to the traditional 
diagnostic program, according to Crum. 


The hospital has a variety of hearing 


aids for patient use so each person can 
find what model is "most beneficial for 
his type of hearing problem," he said. 


"We're planning to have auditory 


training sessions so patients can learn to 
make the best use of their .amplified 
sounds," Crum said. "We're also plan- 
ning courses in lip reading." 


The hospital will offer counseling for 


both people with hearing problems end 
their families, 


"People with hearing difficulties have 


a lot of frustration — regardless of how 
much they want to understand, they sim- 
ply can't," Crum said. "They're strain- 
ing to hear and understand and (hey still 
can't do it," 


The audiology department will also of- 


fer similar services geared to children, 
the department director added. 


"The earlier we identify a hearing 


problem in children, the better," he said.

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Because of revenue sharing hassle 
Township may have to cut 
senior citizen bus service 


Senior-citizen bus service may be af- 


fected when Elk Grove Township offi- 
cials revise federal revenue-sharing fund 
expenditures. 


The township board of auditors will 


meet in special session Tuesday at 8 
p.m. to consider procedural changes in 
allocating revenue sharing, a move 
forced by a decision from Illinois Atty. 
Gen. William Scott which says the funds 
could not be spent by townships on some 
services — including the bus program. 


Elk Grove and Wheeling townships 


filed suit recently in federal court asking 
the U. S. Department of the Treasury to 
overrule Scott's decision, which stated 
townships may only spend revenue shar- 
ing funds for programs allowed under Il- 
linois law. 


STATE LAW prohibits townships from 


becoming financially Involved in trans- 
portation systems. A letter to Scott from 
William Sagan, general counsel of the 
federal office of revenue sharing, appar- 
ently concurred with Scott's decision lim- 
iting township spending of the federal 
funds. 


Township Supervisor Richard Hall said 


auditors originally allocated funds under 
a proposed Illinois statute allowing them 


to budget money for any purposes de- 
fined as priority expenditures under fed- 
eral statutes — including programs for 
the youth, poor and aged. 


"Everything we listed in our budget 


falls under those priorities," said Hall. 
"But now that the legality of the state 
law has been challenged by Scott our at- 
torney has advised us to rebudget the 
funds as though it (the law) doesn't ex- 
ist."

Official consults attorney on unit dist 


Richard Regan, Hoffman Estates plan 


commission chairman, revealed Friday 
he has retained an attorney to explore 
civil rights ramifications of a unit school 
district proposed by a Schauraburg citi- 
zens committee. 


Regan said he acted as a private citi- 


zen, not as a village official, In con- 
sulting the lawyer he refused to name. 
But, Regan said he was urged to seek the 
attorney by persons in the educational 
field and outside it, and those persons 
have pledged financial support.

The attorney, whom Regan described 


as prominent in civil rights and equal 
opportunity law, has said no course of 
action can be chosen until proponents of 
the unit district file petitions. Those peti- 
tions must then be evaluated, to assess 
merits of the plan they actually present, 
Regan quoted the attorney as saying. 


A PETITION committee already has 


obtained signatures to seek the unit dis- 
trict. The petitions are to be sent to the 
Cook County superintendent of schools, 
who must hold public hearings before de- 
ciding whether to hold a referendum on 
the question of unit district formation. 
Citizens within the area proposed for re- 
districting would have to vote approval 
of It. 


The report, prepared by Ralph A. Bel- 


nap of Northern Illinois University, rec- 
ommends formation of three unit dis- 
tricts from areas now served by Schaum- 
burg Township Dist. 54, Palatine Town- 
ship Dist. 15 and High School Dist. 211. 
One district would serve Schaumburg 
and the Dist.

Elk Grove, Schaumburg parks still at odds

The fate of 195 acres, sought by both 


the Elk Grove and Schaumburg Park 
Districts, is still in doubt following a 
joint meeting of both park boards last 
week. 


The undeveloped tract is in the 


Schaumburg Park District but located 
within the corporate limits of Elk Grove 
Village. Under a recently passed state 
law, the Elk Grove Park District could 
legally annex the tract by simply having 
its owner sign a petition to that effect. 


Both boards, however, hope to work 


out the situation harmoniously. 


At the meeting, members of both 


boards said they wanted the tract be- 
cause they felt their park district could 
service the area better. The Elk Grove 
members maintained their primary ob- 
jective in obtaining the property was to 
have park district boundaries coincide 
with village boundaries. 


THE PROPERTY in question is adjar 


cent to the Spring Valley Nature Center'. 
Schaumburg officials 
are concerned 


about what will happen to the property. 
Much of the area is tentatively set to be 
around a 60-75 acre lake and may end up 
being used as property for park land and 
open space. - 


Ellsworth Meineke, chairman of the 


Spring Valley project, said a park next 
to the nature center might not be a good 
idea. 


"It will bring people in who are not 


interested in nature but are looking for 


recreation or to picnic," said Meineke. 
"Multiple use leads to multiple abuse. I 
would not recommend putting a park 
there," said Meineke. 


Meineke added that some sort of buffer 


would be needed between the devel- 
opment and nature area, but was unclear 
as to what sort of "buffer" would be suit- 
able. 


SINCE THE property is around a wa- 


ter retention area and is really not suited 
for 
construction, developers of the 


prgperty, Centex Corp., would prefer the 
tract be in the Elk Grove Park District. 


Under village ordinance Centex must 


dedicate 10 per cent of their development 


as open space within Elk Grove Village. 
Centex would most likely prefer to use 
the 195-acre tract as part of that dedica- 
tion, but not if it isn't within park district 
boundaries. 


One suggestion offered by the Schaum- 


burg board was an agreement which 
would turn over the property to Elk 
Grove, which would in turn give the 
property to the nature center. 


Schaumburg board members ended the 


meeting by saying they had not made up 
their minds in regard to the matter, but 
planned to discuss the problem at their 
next board meeting and then get back to 
the Elk Grove Park District board.

The juvenile officer 
also is informed and often the district's 
special services — social worker, guid- 
ance counselor and psychiatrist — are 
called on to help. 


"I don't think we're trying to say we 


don't have cases, because we do," Derr 
said. "But what defines a drug problem? 
I'm concerned if there's even one case." 


He said the district has had "probably 


not more than five cases all year prior to 
this time." 


The increase during May follows the 


p r e d i c t i o n s set 'by Larry Walker, 
Schaumburg Township youth director. 
According to him, drug incidents in- 
crease during the fall and spring when 
youths have more contact with each oth- 
er. 


He also has stated the district has 


about 300 junior high school youths who 
have had some connection with drugs.

Annexation removes block 
to construction of hotel 


A Ramada Inn on the site of Uncle 


Andy's Cow Palace in Palatine, which 
was opposed by residents and Cook Coun- 
ty, apparently will be built tl is summer 
after annexation to the village. 


An annexation petition clearing the 


way for 'he construction of a Ramada 
Inn at Northwest Highway and Quentin 
Road will be acted on by the Palatine 
Village Board tonight. 


The petition requests the annexation of 


the 5.75-acre site of 'he proposed Ra- 
the 5.75-acre site of the proposed Ra- 
mada Inn and three other parcels total- 
ing approximatly five acres along Quen- 
tin Road north of the village limits. 


The annexation removes the final 


stumbling block to the start of construc- 


tion on the Ramada Inn. Under the 
terms of a five-year preannexation 
agreement and restrictive covenant be- 
tween the developer, John Bakos, and 
the village, construction on the con- 
troversial Ramada Inn can start when it 
is annexed to the village. The public 
hearings on the development have al- 
ready been held and the project has the 
village board's approval. 


CONSTRUCTION OF the Ramada Inn 


in unincorporated Palatine Township was 
temporarily halted last April when the 
Cook Ciunty Board of Commissioners re- 
jected a rezoning request for the parcel. 
With the project blocked in the township, 
the only way it could be built was if it 
was annexed to the village. 


Road widening means 
demolishing 2 buildings 


Two buildings will have to be demo- 


lished in downtown Palatine if the pro- 
posed plan for the widening of Palatine 
Boad from Quentin Road to Northwest 
Highway is adopted. 


Hansen True Value Hardware Store, 


105 W. Palatine Rd., would have to be 
removed to provide right-of-way for Im- 
provements at the intersection of Pala- 
tine Road and Brockway Street. 


Improvements at the intersection of 


Plum Grove and Palatine Roads would 
require the removal of the Palatine Ma- 
sonic Temple, 1 N. Plum Grove Rd. The 
building is now a non-conforming use in 
the downtown area, Gas stations at the 
intersection might also be required to 
relocate their pumps because of right-of- 
way acquisition for the imp'ovements. 


The streets and traffic committee of 


the village board will recommend the 
board adopt the traffic engineering study 
of the downtown area prepared by Rolfe 
T. Gtistus at a cost of $3,600. The study 
includes the Palatine Road improve- 
ments. 


THE FINAL traffic engineering study 


will be prepared by Gustus for presenta- 
tion to the board on June 17. It will In- 
chide cost estimates, preliminary engi- 
neering and slgnallzatlon plans. 


Improvements proposed for Palatine 


Road include widening of the road from 
two to four lanes between Quentin Road 
and Northwest Highway. Each lane 
would be 11 feet. Several intersection im- 
provements are also recommended to 
help the flow of traffic. 


Right-and left-turn bays from all four 


approaches are recommended at the in- 
tersection of Plum Grove and Palatine 
roads. At Palatine Road and Brockway 
Street left-turn bays are recommended 
from all directions and right-turn bays 
from the north and south approaches. 


"This plan has the least amount of im- 


pact but it will still get the Job done," 
said Gustus. He said part of the problem 
was a previous widening that was done 
completely on the north side of the 
street. Buildings have been allowed to lo- 
cate right up to the right-of-way. 


Eliminating the turning lanes would 


bog down traffic on Palatine Road, ac- 
cording to Gustus. 


Following village board approval, the 


plans will have to be taken to the Illinois 
Department of Hghways for approval be- 
cause Palatine Road is a state road. 


Attempts to make the Ramada Inn 


parcel contiguous to the village on the 
west failed and that is when Bakos start- 
ed purchasing parcels for a southern an- 
nexation corridor. The corridor goes 
around an abandoned Gulf Service Sta- 
tion on the southeast corner of Quentin 
Road and Northwest Highway. 


Mark H. Beaubien Jr., attorney for 


Bakos, said there are no plans for the 
development of the five acres recently 
pruchased by Bakos. 


CONSTRUCTION of the Ramada Inn 


will be under way by Aug. 1 and the ho- 
tel will be completed in about a year, 
said Beaubien Construction plans call 
for a four-story motel with 166 rooms and 
a one-story commercial building housing 
managerial offices, banquet facilities and 
a restaurant. A second phase of the de- 
velopment calls for tearing down Uncle 
Andy's Cow Palace and constructing a 
one-story office building with under- 
ground parking. 


Provisions have been made for 400 


parking spaces, low-intensity lighting 
and landscaping with 'buffer zones for 
abutting residential homeowners. 


Residents from Lake Park Estates 


subdivision adjacent to the proposed ho- 
tel have strongly opposed the Ramada 
Inn project. The village's decision to ap- 
prove the project prompted the home- 
owners to decide against annexing to the 
village. 


State grants approval 
for new bank in village 


Bank of Palatine, the newest addition

Applications to the state and federal go- 
vernments for the bank have been pend- 
ing since 1972. Bank of Palatine will open 
with capital of $1.5 million.

son, chairman; Davidson's brother Lyle 
of Palatine, John Mangel II, Kenilworth; 
David M. Haller, Golf; Richard P. Cole- 
man, Mount Prospect, and Adolph P. 
Raymond, River Forest. 


DAVIDSON, a lawyer and former vice 


president of First National Bank of DCS 
Plaines, said 60,000 shares of stocks in 
the bank will be offered to the public at 
$25 per share as soon as a prospectus is 
prepared. 


The bank is part of a $2 million com- 


mercial-bank complex bordering the Pal- 
atine Public Library site, on seven acres 
on the south side of Northwest Highway, 
between Benton Street and Plum Grove 
Road. 


"We expect to start construction in 


about 45 days," Davidson said last week. 
Changes hi the site plan for the center 
will be reviewed tonight by the village 
board, after local zoning officials recom- 
mended the changes proposed by David- 
son Thursday.

15, 
has asked the developer to provide side- 
walks to arterial strets for children to 
use to get to bus stops or school, decele- 
ration lanes for buses to use to turn into 
the development if they need to and con- 
sideration for pick up points. 


Sellergren has informed Dist. 15 offi-

"before the end of the year," Edelberg 
said. The developer already has zoning 
for the motel and commercial buildings 
on 18 acres of the property. 


If'zoning is approved, the office build- 


ing and shopping center would be con- 
structed after the motel is completed.

St. Paul Federal of Chicago 
Savings and loan seeks 
to open branch facility here 


A branch of a major Chicago savings 


and loan institution plans to open in Roll- 
ing Meadows this year. 


St. Paul Federal Savings and Loan 


Assn. of Chicago has applied to the state 
for a charter to open a facility in the 
city. The institution, which has assets of 
$479 million, would be the first savings 
and loan in the city. 


Association vice president and secre- 


tary Joseph Sculli confirmed Friday the 
association Is negotiating for a location 
in the city which could be open by the 
end of the year. 


"We have had an application pending 


with the state since Dec. 30 and we ex- 
pect to be approved July 1," Sculli said. 
"We hope to be operating by the end of 
this year, but a lot depends on the grant- 
ing of the charter, the contracts for 


building and the rest. We're hoping to 
open as soon as we can," 


SCULLI SAID an exact location for the 


facility has not been selected, but ne- 
gotiations are being conducted currently 
' with several property owners. 


"I can say that it will be somewhere in 


the heart of Rolling Meadows," Sculli 
said. "It will be on Kirchoff Road within 
three-tenths of a mile of the (Rolling 
Meadows) shopping center." 


The city currently has only one bank, 


the Bank of Rolling Meadows located in 
'he Rolling Meadows ShoppingCenterA 
second bank is scheduled to open in Au- 
gust, the Plum Grove Bank, on Algon- 
quin Road near Wilke Road.

Gasoline shortage brings 
down city tax revenue 


The effects of the gas shortage earlier 


this year are being reflected in the sales 
tax revenue receipts received by Rolling 
Meadows for January and February. 


Sales tax, which provides the city with 


about one-third its total yearly revenue, 
was lower for the first months of 1974 
than 1973 probably in large part because 
of the severe gasoline shortage earlier 
this year, City Trasurer Robert Cole 
said. 


The city receives sales tax in the form 


of a penny for each 5 cents collected by 
the state on retail sales in the city. Roll- 
ing Meadows has always been one of the 
leading sales-tax recipients because the 
Western Electric Co. bills from its Roll- 
ing Meadows address. 


A three-month lag usually exists from 


the time the money is collected to the 
time it is rebated to a municipality. The 
city recently received its February total. 


The sum amounted to $101,736 com- 


pares with the 1973 February total of 
$124,544. January figures for 1974 were 
$98,875 compared to 1973 January figures 
Of $106,931. 


"We were in the heights of the gas 


shortage and that probably had a great 
deal to do with it," Cole said. He said 
there is also usually a lower total in the 
early part of the year because spending 
drops at that time. "People are paying 
their income tax and they aren't buying 
as much," he said.

38-acre project near Diindee-53 intersection 
Shop-office-motel 
complex 


plans revealed at hearing 


Details of a 38-acre shopping center, 


motel and office complex northwest of 
the Dundee Road-Ill. Rte. 53 intersection 
were made public Friday at a hearing 
before the Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals in Palatine. 


Developer Edwin Edelberg, of the Chi- 


cago firm of Edelberg-Mayer and Assoc., 
told zoning officials that the project will 
include a ISO-unit motel and an office 
building with 77,000 square feet in office 
space. 


More than a year ago, Edelberg had 


offered more limited plans for most of 
the property, but testified at that time 
that he had been unsuccessful in pur- 
chasing 20 of the 38 acres. The land had 
originally been a farm. The proposed 
commercial area is south of the Hidden 
Creek condominium apartment project, 
currently under construction. 


THE FIRST PHASE will be started 


"before the end of the year," Edelberg 


said. The developer already has zoning 
for the motel and commercial buildings 
on 18 acres of the property. 


If zoning is approved, the office build- 


ing and shopping center would be con- 
structed after the motel is completed. A 
Ramada Inn is located on the south side 
of Dundee Road, across from Edelberg's 
project. 


Engineers testifying for the devel- 


opment told zoning officials that none of 
the property lies in a flood plain and the 
facility would be served by the Ferndale 
Heights sanitary sewer system. 


The shopping center would draw from 


a two-mile area which includes the con- 
dominium and apartment projects of 
Hidden Creek, Ivy Glen, Las Haciendas, 
Kassuba Pine Trace, San Tropais and a 
number of other higher density residen- 
tial areas. 


OTHER PROJECTS discussed Friday 


include a $900,000 shopping center be- 
tween Dundee Road and Lilac Lane on 


4l£ acres of land northeast of the Rand- 
Dundee intersection. Developer of the 
project, R.^J. Klarchek, said the center 
would have office and retail shops with 
an auto accessory store, a grocery or 
delicatessen and a 150-seat restaurant. 
Klarchek said he had "deleted all those 
(stores) we consider that might be dele- 
terious" in choosing the general types of 
stores planned for the neighborhood cen- 
ter. 


Construction would begin within six 


months if rezoning is approved. Klarchek 
said that a medical building might also 
be part of the project, although specific 
uses have not been set for the center.

Although the SEA has com- 
pleted only one year of their three-year 
contract, they asked Schaumburg Town- 
ship Dist. 94 Board of Education to re- 
open the contract for negotiaton. 


Jewelry, cash stolen

Schaumburg police are investigating a 


burglary in which $30 in cash and about

Entry to the residence was gained by

was the "soaring cost of living." The let- 
ter requesting negotiations stated when 
the current contract was signed last 
summer, both sides felt a reasonable 
three year contract might help restrain 
the rising cost-of-living.

Schaumburg zoning board members 


expressed displeasure with a proposed 
7oo-unit residential development last 
week, sending it back for redesign. 


Representatives of R. L. Roth and As- 


sociates, developing site plans for Ver- 
non Hills, a 46-acre complex at Roselle 
Road and Weathersfield Way, were told 
to rework site plans and return to the 
zoning board July 24. 


Original plans called for 66 three-bed- 


room units and 360 two-bedroom apart- 
ments in two-story buildings. 
Also 


planned were 14 two-bedroom units in 
one-story buildings and 170 units of the 
same size in a six-story mid-rise build- 
ing. Ninety one-bedroom 
apartments 


were also planned for the mid-rise build- 
ings. 


Zoning board members told the devel- 


oper they did not consider his plans in 
keeping with other development in the 
village.

All parents are notified to get 
their involvement. The juvenile officer 
also is Informed and often the district's 
special services — social worker, guid- 
ance counselor and psychiatrist — are 
called on to help. 


"I don't think we're trying to say we 


don't have cases, because we do," Derr 
said. "But what defines a drug problem? 
I'm concerned if there's even one case." 


He said the district has had "probably 


not more than five cases all year prior to 
this time." 


The increase during May follows the 


p r e d i c t i o n s set by Larry Walker, 
Schaumburg Township youth director. 
According to him, drug incidents in- 
crease during the fall and spring when 
youths have more contact with each oth- 
er. 


He also has stated the district has 


about 300 junior high school youths who 
have had some connection with drugs. 
Included in this figure is alcohol as well 
as the harder drugs.

Village to act to condemn 
Central School for library 


The Village of Mount Prospect is ex- 


pected to move toward condemnation 
procedures in an effort to obtain the 
abandoned Central School property for a 
public library.

The special hearing will be conducted 


by the Mount Prospect Zoning Board of 
Appeals, beginning at 8 p.m. in the vil- 
lage hall, 112 E. Northwest Hwy. 


Kenroy Inc., Skokie, officials briefly

The zon- 
ing board had recommended 4 to 2 
against Kenroy's earlier plan to build 
4,500 units on the course, and the likeli- 
hood that the village board would reject 
the plan prompted Kenroy to revise its 
request. 


auditors originally allocated funds under 
a proposed Illinois statute allowing them 
to budget money for any purposes de- 
fined as priority expenditures under fed- 
eral statutes — including programs for 
the youth, poor and aged. 


"Everything we listed in our budget 


falls under those priorities," said Hall. 
"But now that the legality of the state 
law has been challenged by Scott our at- 
torney has advised us to rebudget the 
funds as though it (the law) doesn't ex- 
ist." 


The senior citizen bus program, start- 


ed under the now-challenged law, will be 
affected but Hall said "hopefully we will 
be able to continue the basic service.

township residents to allow the budget 
changes. 


"If we lose the lawsuit, we wouldn't 


want to have money budgeted according 
to a statute that may be thrown out," 
Hall said. He added when the suit was 
filed, township attorneys asked the court 
for a quick resolution to the case. "Un- 
fortunately, no hearing date has been set 
and it may be a month or so off." 


THE TOWNSHIP recently has had ad- 


ditional revenue sharing problems. The 
federal office of revenue sharing in- 
formed the township in early May that 
they had been overpaid $99,000 in the fed- 
eral funds. The township is in the pro- 
cess of repaying the money. 


The township budgeted $297,000 in rev- 


enue sharing funds for the 1974-1975 fis- 
cal year. Despite the need to repay the 
$99,000, Hall said there are sufficient 
funds 
available to meet all com- 


mitments. 


Hall pointed out the township has 


$165,000 cash on hand from former reve- 
nue sharing allocations which has not 
been spent. In addition, they will receive 
$77,000 next month from the federal of- 
fice and another $86,000 later this year. 
The township will have about $328,000 
available.

The archi- 
tectural firm of Wendt, Cedarholm and 
Tippens has been engaged by the library 
board to study the feasibility of renovat- 
ing the school building as opposed to 
replacing it with a new building. 


If an out-of-court settlment fails and

County Circuit Court, the judge would set 
the sale price.

Those were the only times Stavros bad 


anything to do with Dist. 21, according to 
Gill. "I think he really believed that poli- 
tics should have been kept out of the 
school system." 


GILL BELIEVES that the letter may 


cause residents to say he is defending 
Stavros for his wrong doing. "That is not 
the case at all. I deplore what took place 
in this village. But I also think there are 
two sides to every person, and Jimmy

George Keithley: success story 


According to those who know, one of 


the big new names in the literary field is 
George Keithley — who grew up in 
Mount Prospect. His parents, Helen and 
James B., still live here at SOS S. Hi-Lusi. 


Keithley, 38, has written two books, 


"The Donner Party" and his new "Song 
in a Strange Land." They are books of 
poetry, the first two in a series of four 
that deal with Americana. George is cur- 
rently working on the third volume which 
will concentrate on the life cycle in a 
single community during the four sea- 
sons of the year. He Is drawing on the 
experience of growing up in Mount Pros- 
pect for this book. A fourth book related 
to the three will follow. 


His book, "Song in a Strange Land," 


published in March, presents scenes of 
American life from the young manhood 
of Lincoln to our own time. Various 
poems from this book have already ap- 
peared in Harper's Magazine, the Yale 
Review, the Iowa Review and other jour- 
nals. The book was co-winner of the di 
Castagnola Award given by the Poetry 
Society of America. 


REVIEWERS say, "It (Song in a 


Strange Land) should be a strong con- 
tender for this year's Pulitzer Prize in 
poetry;" "it moves the heart, stirs the 
blood, teases the mind;" "Keithley cap- 
tures in tone, the melancholy and grave 
ernestness of Lincoln and of the time in 
which he lived." 


It is easy to see why reviewers like the 


book. It Is a smooth flowing sequence of 
poems that read and stand beautifully 
alone, yet contribute to the whole histori- 


cal story that is told. Once begun, it is 
difficult to put the book down. 


Keithley got started on his literary ca- 


reer when he was studying political sci- 
ence and preparing for a law degree. Un- 
known to him, a professor entered one of 
his pieces in a National Collegiate Short 
Story Contest. George won the contest 
and, 
according to his father, "It was 


then that he decided to gamble on a writ- 
ing career." 


At present George Keithley is writing 


full time. He is on leave from teaching at 
California State University at Chico 
where he is a professor of English. 


HIS FIRST BOOK, an epic poem about 


the celebrated Donner Patty, received 
widespread critical acclaim. It was ex- 
cerpted in Harper's Magazine and The 
Massachusetts Review, chosen as an al- 
ternate by the Book-of-The-Month Club, 
and won the Western Heritage Award for 
poetry in 1973. > 


Keithley was born in Chicago and the 


family moved to Mount Prospect in 1941. 
He attended Central School in town and 
Arlington High School. "It was the only 
high school out here then," said his dad. 


George is married to the former Mary 


Zoe Martoefer of Winnetka. They have 
three children, Elizabeth, 12, Clare, 11, 
and Christopher, 8. 


George has a brother, James, a creat-

my Stavros now. In fact, a lot of the 
people he helped deny even knowing him. 
Again it's a matter of principles with me 
and integrity," Gill said.

"Dear Judge Will: 


"This leter concerns James Stavros, 


who will soon come before you for sen- 
tencing. I would in no way condone any 
wrong-doing that is involved in his case. 
In fact I am totally distressed by the sit- 
uation that has arisen in our community 
and am pleased that the judicial process 
is proceeding to bring it all to a con- 
clusion. However, I do feel that at such a 
tragic time as this public opinion often 
has a tendancy to concentrate only on the 
negative aspects of a person and that 
any positive factors in this person's life 
might never be presented to you. I be- 
lieve deeply that every man has the right 
of having all aspects of him made known 
when he stands in judgment. 


"In my 15 years as superintendent, Mr. 


Stavros was a staunch supporter'of the 
school district. I have also during this 


time been very active in many charitable 
community projects and always found 
him to be concerned and willing to work 
to help the projects become successful.

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67 votes defeat largest bond issue in village history 


.6 million flood control referendum fails

Arlington Heights residents have re- 


jected, by a margin of 67 votes, a pro- 
posed $16.6 million bond issue for flood 
control throughout the village. 


Despite rain and cool weather Satur- 


day, a relatively large number of voters 
went to the polls to decide the bond is- 
sue, which would have been the biggest 
in village history. 


Unofficially, a total of 2,332' ballots 


were counted In favor of the referendum, 
and 2,399 opposed. 


Fifty-four of the 67 net votes that sent 


the referendum down to defeat came out 
of the Pioneer Park precinct, where resi- 
dents turned down the proposition 127 to 
181. Plans to use part of the park to con- 
struct a storm water pond have been an 
unresolved controversy since the flood 
control program was first announced 1% 
years ago, 


T R U S T E E FRANK PALMATIER, 


chairman of the Citizens Action Com- 
mittee Against Flooding and a major ref- 
erendum supporter, listed three possible 
alternatives in the wake of Saturday's No 
vote. 


• To resolve the sources of con- 


troversy and hold another referendum. 


• To issue a lesser amount of bonds to 


buy the land needed to implement the 
program, with the actual construction of 
. the projects drawn out over a number of 
years, 


• To begin work on the most critical 


projects now using federal revenue shar- 
ing funds, 


"I don't really have a definite notion of 


what to do next," Paimatier said min- 
utes after the results were known Satur- 
day night. 


"WE'LL HAVE TO get the interested 


people together to discuss what the next 
move will be. I want to hear what people 
think generally," he added. 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 


Walsh said that the closeness of the vote 
throws the decision of whether to issue 
bonds to begin the program back to the 
village board of trustees. 


"I'd be disinclined to consider issuing 


bonds if it had failed 2-1, or 3-1. But with 
a difference of 67 votes, I don't know that 
we've 
really 
determined 
anything," 


Walsh said. 


Village officials have been informed 


that legally they have the power to issue 
the full $16.6 million worth of bonds with- 
out a referendum because of Arlington 
Heights' standing as a home rule munici- 
pality. 


"WE'VE NEVER had the details of 


that opinion," Walsh said, adding that, if 
the board decides to go ahead with a 
bond issue, an obvious option would be to 
sell something less than the $16.6 million 
needed for the entire program. 


A bond issue of $16.6 million would add 


about $50 to an average Arlington 
Heights homeowner's tax bill in 1975. The 
amount would decrease slightly every 
year for the next 20 years. 


Paimatier said he considered the turn- 


out of nearly 5,000 voters good for Arling- 
ton Heights. "There have been some vil- 
lage elections where we've had a lot 
less." 
•! 


He conceded that the Pioneer Park is- 


sue probably hurt the referendum pack- 
age, but added, "At least we didn't lose 
big, which I had thought was a definite 
possibility." 


STRONG VOTES in favor of the flood 


control proposal were registered in the 
precincts of Camelot Park 
(136-52), 


Olympic Park (175-92) and St. Viator 
High School (141-73). All represent areas 
within the village that are plagued with 
flooding problems. 


Walsh said Sunday that he had not 


analyzed the vote by precinct, but he 
suspected residents who cast ballots on 
Saturday "represent the hard core on 
both sides of the issue." The average 
voter, he said, may not have taken the 
time to understand the significance of 
the relatively complex flood prevention 
program. 


"The returns were fairly consistent 


with what you'd expect on a bond issue 
of this magnitude," he said. "But still, 
not as many people (turned out) as you'd 
like to express an opinion."

Will vote halt subsidy for bus system? 


The defeat of Arlington Heights' $16.6 


million flood control bond issue Saturday 
may significantly lessen the chances of a 
village subsidy for Metron Systems bus 
operations. 


Repudiation of the proposed bond sale 


at the polls Is likely to force the village 
board of trustees into a conservative po- 
sition relative to the spending of its fed- 
eral revenue sharing and utility tax 
funds. 


Revenue sharing or utility tax money 


have been identified as the only two pos- 
sible sources for a village subsidy for 
Metron Estimates on the cost of that 
subsidy have gone as high as $84,000. 


THE CHAIRMAN of the Citizens Ac-

Committee Against Flooding, 


Trustee Frank Paimatier, 
has said 


repeatedly that if the flood control refer- 
endum loses, he will recommend virtual- 
ly a total commitment of revenue shar- 
ing to flood control. 


The first priority, according to Paim- 


atier, would be to buy the proposed sites 
for six major stormwater reservoirs be- 
fore the land is picked up by developers. 


On the other hand, if the referendum 


had been ratified, it would have freed up 
a million dollars in unspent revenue 
sharing.

School official: Stavros 
never gave interference

School Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill sent 


a letter Friday to U.S. District Court 
Judge Hubert Will stating that James 
Stavros never interfered in school mat- 
ters, and did, in fact, help in several 
community affairs. 


For several hours Friday morning, Gill 


met with Herald reporters to discuss the 
letter, which he wrote at the request of 
Stavros' brother, August. Gill said he 
wrote the letter "as a matter of prin- 
ciple." 


James Stavros pleaded guilty to feder- 


al charges of extorting $92,000 from three 


Wheeling developers and filing a false 
1972 income tax return. In pleading guil- 
ty, Stavros also admitted to having 
enough control over village operations to 
prevent construction of the three projects 
if he opposed them. 


Gill told The Herald he wrote the letter 


to Judge Will to use for consideration at 
the timfe of Stavros' sentencing or parole. 
Stavros is expected to be sentenced June 
4 and could get a maximum of 63 years 
in prison and fines totaling $35,000. 


ACCORDING TO Gill, there was an un- 


derstanding between him and Stavros 
during Gill's 15 years as school superin- 
tendent. "It started when I first became 
superintendent and a precinct worker 
came up to me asking me to give some- 
one a job. I went to Jimmy (Stavros) 
and told him to stay out of the district. 
He (Stavros) said it would never happen 
again, and it didn't," Gill said. 


Gill also had a meeting with Stavros 


last spring, when two candidates for the 
school board began receiving financial 
aid from Wheeling's To Overall Progress 
Party (TOP). "I told him (Stavros) to 
stay out of the election and keep his

Stavros was a political force in Wheeling, 
he was not aware of any specific wrong 
doings. He added that he was never 
called before the federal grand jury in- 
v e s t i g a t i n g Wheeling to testify on 
Stavros' relationship to the school dis- 
trict. 


ACCORDING TO GUI, he has talked to 


several people about the letter and said 
he contacted The Herald about the situ- 
ation because he wanted the public to get 
the story first hand, rather than by ru- 
mor. 


"I'm in the position where everything I 


say is linked with the school district. I 
don't 
think this is 
wrong, 
either, 


because I feel when you're in a commu- 
nity job it calls for you to get into the 
community process," he said. 


Gill said it is about time the people of 


Wheeling Started to take a stand and get 
involved in the village.
